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The follswing Account of an Epidemic Ague, 
‘which appeared in the Neigbbourbood of 
Bridgnorth about this time laf} year, come 
municated by a foilful Corre[pondent, will, 
nue bope, be now read by the Faculty with 


attention, 
SPAN. OWARDS the latter end 
of Januarv 1784, feveral 
+. people were: complaining 
of a yiolent pain jn the 
head, with great heat of 
the body, but without 
perfpiration or rigours; they were reft- 
fefs, and foinetimes delirious; the ap- 
petite was impaired, with ficknefs at 
ftomach, and coftivenefs ; the urine was 
high-coloured, and without fediment; 
the tongue and fauces were dry and 
clammy, and moft of them complained 
of thirft ; the pulfe was quick, but not 
full. Thefe were the firft fymptoms of 
this epidemic; and, where nothing had 
been ufed for their relief, they conti- 
nied with Jittle variation for a very con- 
fiderable time. Some applied to me 
who had been ij] in this way for three 
weeks or more, without any remiffion 
of the fymptoms; and in many cafes 
where medicines had been ufed (efpeci- 
ally the warm cardia¢s ufually had re- 
courfe to by the good old women), 
much mifchicf was done by increafing 
the fever, and every concomitant fymp- 
tom. The naufea of which they com- 
plained, feemed to indicate the propri- 
ety of emetics; but thefe, whether em- 
ployed in full or in nanfeating dofes, 
only did fervice where they procured 
evacuation by ftool. They hardly cver 
operated by exciting fiveat, nor would 
the moft powerful diaphoretics, howe 
ever employed, produce any perfpira- 
tignon the fkin. They evidently did 
hurt, by increafing the circulation, the 
anxiety, and the delirium; and there- 
fore were very rarely made ufe of. But. 





purging, however excited, never failed 
relieving the fymptoms ; after a few 
ftools, the fever abated, the thirft dimi- 
nifhed, the anxiety Icflened, and the 
patient feemed well of his difeafe ; in- 
deed in fome inftances this evacuation 
alone proved a cure; and in every cafe 
where it failed of that, it always brought 
on a regular ague, which foon yielded 
to the application of the bark. In this 
way did the affection rage for many 
wecks, till at length, in the month of 
March for the firft time, it affumed a 
different appearance; and then the fick 
were affected with regular agues. Now, 
the fymptoms of which they complained 
were a violent pain in the head, fick- 
nefs, cold fhiverings, heats, and thea 
fweatings, lofs of appetite, and great 
laffitude. The rigours returned pene- 
rally every fecond day, There were 
however fome inftances of quotidian 
agues, but of quartans I had hardly an 
example. In fome few cales the fymp- 
toms of the feveral ftages were particu 
larly violent, as inducing ¢oma, deli- 
rium, painful micturition, &c The 
difeafe having acquired this regular 
tyes it became irore and more gencral 
till the month of May, when there ap- 
peared the greateft number of the dif: 
eafed at onc time. So general indeed 
was the complaint, that hardly a family 
in the country of whatever condition 
efcaped it; though in the tawn there 
were comparatively but few inftances 
of the affection, Towards the end of 
May there was avery evident remiffion ; 
patients before affected were getting 
well, and there then occurred but very 
few inftances of the complaint; but a- 
bout the middle of June the diteate re- 
turned, nearly with as much violcnce 
as before, and frcth paticats were ap. 
plying every day for relief. The cirf- 
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eafe continued: in-full«force for about 
two weeks longer, when it again went 
off; and by the middle of July moft of 
the affected were gotten well, at leat [ 
had hardly apatientwith agueatthattime. 

Whether this epidemic, the hittory 
of which I have~ concifely delivered, 
really depended upon’ any. particular 
conititution of the air, is a queftion of 
fome confideration? I am inclined to 
think, that its very changeable ftate 
had very conftderable influence in dif- 
pofing to the formation of mar/h mia/ma, 
the application of which to our bodies 
his been long and very juftly confidered 
as the moft powerful remote caule of in- 
termittent fevers. ~And from the-fhort 
account of the weather now to be men- 
tioned, it will appcar that the feafon was 
fuch as may be prefitmed to be very 
powerful in exciting fuch miafmata ; 
the large quantity of fnow whicli re- 
mained upon the ground in‘every part 
of the country for many weeks together, 
fometimes going off by a thaw, then 
fuccecded by froft, again by fhow, aad 
then by rain many times, till at length 
tiie wet prevailed all together; fuch 
caufes continuing and operating, muft 
be very powerful in exciting an un- 
shealthy dipofition of the weather; and 
accordingly we found its efleéts. exifted 
in every part of the country, on the 


dry gravelly and fandy foil, equally, 


violent with fituations exaatly different. 
Many people, it is true, efcaped the 
difeafe, but more particularly thofe (as 
before obferved) who lived in the town, 
and confequently were lcis expofed to 
the contac of the air; leis emploved ia 
working, riding, or walking, on the 
cold, wet, and damp ground; and 
therefore lefs liable to have their per- 
fpiration obftruéted, or their tkin con- 
ftri€ted by the application of cold. 

Of the ftate of the weather | am gna- 
bled to give only a general account, and 
my obfervations are confined chicfly 
from the 25th of December 1783 ;: pre- 
vious however to that time the air had 
been for many days uncommonly inild, 
fo much fo that abundance of fpring 
flowers were in bloffem in an open gar- 
den in this town *. The air on that 
day was uncommonly cold, efpscially 
in the morning part; but about noon 
there came down a large fhewer of 
fnow. and the fnow continued dedcend- 
ing all that day; at the fame time there 
was a difpofition to freeze, and at night 
the froft was exceedingly fevere. The 
froft continued with a verv cold wind,

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for the moft-part northern, ‘till Januar 

2, when there was a fall of rain which 
contmued the whole day; but at night 
the freft returned niore fevere than be- 
fore, and in a few hours the ftreets were 
covered with ice. The latter  froft, 
which was ef feven weeks continuance, 
did nog remit sill February 21, in ‘the 
afternoon, when there came down a 
very kind, gentle, and continued rain. 
Some fmall rain indeed appeared now 
and then through the courfe of the froft, 
but was frozen in its paflage from the 
clouds; appearing as fhowers of ice ra- 
ther than rain. Very few fine open 
days occurred, the atmofphere being 
forthe moft part thick, ‘humid, and 
cloudy. And during great part of this 
period, the fnow. returned, many diffe- 
rent times, often for a whole. day toge- 
ther, and lay in great heaps upon the 
ground, rendering travelling: difficult 
and dangerous. The fnow. appearing 
at the fame time with the froit, large 
quantities were accumulated upom trees, 
and in many orchards did confiderable 
damage, the trees breaking under the 
weight of the frozen fhow. The river) 
Severn was frozen + over in many 
places, and rendered unnavigable for a 
Jong time. After this frott and fnow, 


, though they were diffolved in the moft 


favourable manner, very large floods 
appeared in every part contiguous to ri- 
vers, and continued many days. The 
giound in every fituation ior along time 
afterwards was very cold and wet: at 
the fame time there was a chilly or cold 
air, with.a N. or N. E. wind (except 
for a few days), without any rain, ull 
the roth'of May, on which day the at- 


, mofphere was ‘uncommonly warm and 


fuitry.. In the afternoon of this day, 
vinient thunder-fiorms fuddenly poured 
from the clouds, and were fucceeded by 
very conftant heavy rain, which lafted 
all night, and part of the following day. 
The weather was afterwards dry, or but 
very little rain appeared till the goth of ' 
the fame month, about noon, when very 
heavy rain again occurred, and conti- 
nucd during the remainder of the day. 
Indeed throughout the whole of the 
following month, rain more or lefs:ap> 
peared almoft daily, with a S. or $8. W. 
wind ; but with the beginning of July 
fine weather again returned, ‘though’ 
during great part of that month we had 
much rain. And this muft fuffice for 
my account of the ftave of the weather.

HE favourable reception you gave 
to my hafty fketch of Dr. Johnfon, 
the fpontaneous effufions of the heart, en- 
courages meé‘to furnifh yourreaders with 
the following additional recolleétions. 
: Yours, &c. aE. Se 
P. 869. I. 20. alld, At the requefl of 
Mr. Crutkthank, the executors permited 
his body to be opened, on the fuggef- 
tion, that his internals might be uncom. 
monly affected, which was the cafe on 
infpe@ion. The dead may fometimes 
give inftruction to the living. The 
Cyrus of Xenophon ordered his breath- 
lefS body to fertilize the earth that had 
iven it noutifhment. Johnfon’s infide 
Fad not the foundnefs of that’ of old 
Pare (as related by Harvey), not far 
from whom he is now depofited. One 
of his kidneys was found to be de- 
caved. He-never complained of diforder 
in that region (which was mortal to his 
friend Mr. Garrick) ; and probably it was 
not the immediate caufe of his diffolution. 
Perhaps, “ of no difeafe he died,” like 
the charaéter in the Tragedian : for who 
can tell wherein vitality confifts ? Johnfon 
could hear, perhaps, with ambitious fatis- 
faction, that he was to be buried in 

Weftminfter Abbey: for the love of 
fame is. the laft infirmity of noble minds ; 
and, ‘to continue quotation in tlre words 
of Dr. Young, 

“ Nor ends with life, but nods on fable 
‘¢ plumes, 

&¢ Adorns our hearfe, and flatters on our 
*¢ tombs.”” 

Poffibly the thought, or talk, of the inci- 
fions of anatomy would have difturbed 
his imagination. But in this cafe, what 
was not prohibited was permitted. For 
it may ‘be éafily afked, in the words of 
the foldicr to the Ephefian Matron in 
Petronius, 

“Td cinerem aut manes credis curare fe- 
& pultos ?” 

_P. 903. col. 2. 1. 54. add, Ir were to 
he withed, he had not pronounced, in his 
Hebridian Tour, whatever particular pro- 
vocation was befe:¢ him, that **a Scortch-, 
man muft bea fturdy Moralift, who does 
not prefer Scotland to truth.” An ine, 
advertent exprefiion, in the Houle of 
Lords, on the imputed cowardice of the 
Americaas, accelerated them into enemies 
and heroes, Lf Joknfon’s accufatign had 
been more confined, a Caledonian, like 
Wotton’s Embafiador, might have, been 
permitted to exaggerate for the henour 


of his country. But it was. taken fora 
national refle&tion, never to be forgiven 
nor forgoten: and it is confidered as a 
breach of the union at leaft between 
Johnfon and Scotland: The dead cannot 
fend a negotiator in their caufe. ‘To fay 
the truth, Johnfon confeffed at laft, that 
the Scotch would never forgive him for 
publithing that book. But he never 
wifhed he had not written it. 

‘The well-known fhort epigratn of © 
Cleiveland *, againft our fifter kingdom, 
is more malignant than all that Johnfon 
has faid of written. 

P. 004. col. 1. 1. 56. add, On hearing 
that this literary lady (one of the joys of 
his own life) was likely to be courted 
into matrimony a fecond time, Johnfon 
fet himfelf to prevent it, and wrote her 
a letter, as full of friendfhip as her heart 
was of affe€tion ; to which, orto a fecond 
letter of the objurgatory kind, it is faid, 
fhe, made a fpirited reply. He offered, 
ill as he was, to travel to her to Bath, 
with all poffible expedition, to expoftu-’ 
late with br: and to obtain only an hour’s 
converfation, with the hope of diffuad~- 
ing her from her inclinations. ‘ Cas 
Love be controul’d by advice?” Hardly 
ever. Then, “ Let Cupid and x 
agree!”

of this pen. He faid, it exhibited his 
opinion, but had not two fentences toge- 
ther “as he wrote them.

On reporting this 
decifion at a table, it was afferted in com- 
pauy, that Johnfon took an opportunity 
of, faying this again, to a very eminent 
fcholar at Edinburgh, whom he made 
an enemy by it. 

This opinion of our Critic was noe 
meant as a feverity againtt Dougias ; for 
he had faid, “he thought it as good a 
firft play as he had read.”

He comipofed the preface to the Poems 
of Mifs Williams,’ to Sully’s Memoirs, 
to Macbean’s Claffical Geography, and 
to Adams on the Globes. 

‘Hehadalarge, butnotafplendid library, 
neac c060 volumes. Many authors, not in 
hoftiliry with him, prefented him with 
their works. Bur his ftudy did not contain 
half his books. He poticffed the chair 
that belonged tothe Ciceronian Dr. King 
of Oxford, which was given hlm by his 
friend Vanfittart.

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Explanation of various Antiquities in the Plate 


Mr: URBAN, Burbach, Feb. 1. 

AM furprifed to find no account of 

a monafterv in Shrophhire, called 
Wuite-LaDiEs*, fituated near Tong 
Caftle, the ruins of which are ftill con- 
fiderable. From the circular arches in 
the church walls, and having no pillars, 
I conclude it to be Saxon. It is an ex- 
tra-parochial place, yet the area of the 
church is ftill ufed as a burying-ground. 
On digging a grave to the depth of 5 
or 6 fect, fome figured quarries were 
brought up; having myfelf direéted the 
man to go as near to the wall as poffi- 
ble, 1 fuccceded by this means in pro- 
curing fome that were perfect from the 
undifturbed floor, which now lies 6 or 
7 feet from the furface, being filled up 
with ftone and rubbifh. I herewith 
fend you a drawing of four of them 
C/ee our plate, fig. 1.), which fthews 
the whole defign. They were of vari- 
ous colours, grecn, yellow, red, &c. 

1 have added the reprefentation of a 
triple head conjoined, cut in ftone (fee 
fig. 2.). The middle figure has ftrong, 
mafculine, and warlike features; the o- 
ther two are nearly fimilar, and cxprefs 
much feminine delicacy. The fionc, which 
is a very hard grit, and the drawing on 
the paved quarri¢cs, are all the marks of 
antiquity 1 could cojlect from this place. 

Fig. 3. is a very ufeful and portable 
inftrument, in which the perpeadicular, 
{quare, diagonal, &c. may be found; it 
is made of plate brafs, about the thick - 
nefs of a new fhilling. The picce A B 
is aledge:of bras foldercd to the flat 
piece exadily in the middie, and is érhs 
of an inch broad, 

Fiz, 4, is a flooring brick, or quarry, 
42 inches fquare, ploughed up with 
many more at Rodely in Leicetteithire ; 
the figures on moft of them were gone. 
1 {elected the above, being perteét, and 
the impreffion very ftrong. It is evi- 
dently the arms of one of the Haftings; 
the Tin the upper part might bea cha- 
racteriftic mark for a Kaight Templar. 
This place is called Rodely, or Rottieley 
Temple, and belonged anciently to the 
Knights Templars. | (See Burton.) 

Fig. 5. is an Apoftle-fpoon, of the 
fame kind as is deferibed py Sir John

Cullum *. I purchafed it at Hinckley 
about a year ago, and it probably be- 
longed to the Priory. The figure is 
that of one of the twelve apoftles: on 
the top is the figure of dove, that is on 
the hat,. which cannot be feen; he holds 
the crofs with the right hand, and a book 
opéo inthe left. The figure and {poon 
are of the fineft filver, the figure is gilt 
as far as the bafe a, On the back of 
the bowl! are engraven the letters and 
date as in fig. 6.

The feal which accompanies it (fig. 
8.) feems to have been a monaftic feal 
of filvér, probably belonging to fome 
foreign abbey; but having unhappily 
fallen into barbarie hands, the upper 
part has been moft abfurdly and unne- 
ceffarily cur off, forthe fake of examin- 
ing the metal. There is reafon, hows 
ever, to think the picce fo broken of 
may te ftill exifting; if it thauld, the 
potfeflor cannot do better than bring it 
to the Printer of your Mifcellany, 
where a little more than the value 
ofthe filver will be given for it. The 
figures on this {eal are executed with a 
confiderabie degree of elegance for the 
times in whjch it was engraven, In the 
dexter compartment is a king crowned, 
with a fword in his right hand, on the 
point of which he refts, and bearing in 
his left a crown of thorns, in which is 
acro{s. The king is {mooth-faced, and 
without a beard. In the finifter come 
partment. is a monk with a cowl on his 
head, and having a long, buthy beard. 
In his hands he holds an open book, 
The drapery of both figures is elegant, 
but to what abbey it belonged is at pre 
fent unktiown, The Jegend, fo fay as 
it remains, forms the following letters :

This would by no means 
preclude the publication of large paro- 
chial defcriptions in the “ Bibliotheca 
‘Popographica Britannica,’ but would 
rather promote it, as a noble fuperftruc- 
ture might be raifed on the brief epi- 
tome inferted in your Magazine. In 
hopés that ~ example will be followed 
by many, I fend you a fhort tketch of 
theparifh in which I refide. 

’ The parifh of Cramond lies in the 
counties of Edinburgh and Linlithgow; 
but that portion of it which is in the lat~ 
ter fhire is not large, confifting of about 
soo acres, the fole’ property of the Earl 
of Rofeberry, divided from the rett of 
the parith by the river Almond. The 
parith begins two miles north weft from 
Edinburgh, and extends to the weft- 
ward four miles along the Firth of 
Forth. It is fix miles in length from 
eaft to. weft, and forthe moft part two 
iniles broad, but very narrow at the 
ends; and, if we except part of Cor- 
ftorphine hill, is wholly arable. It con- 
fifts of near 4000 acres, rents from 2<¢s. 
to sos. and is divided among the fol- 
lowing proprietors, who are fet down 
according to the extent of their valua- 
tion in the cefs-books :

from his fuite, fell in with a band of 
gypfies, from whom he was in great 
danger, but was refcued by the above 
man, who was threfhing in a barn hard- 
by, and ran with his flail to his Ma- 
jelty’s affiftence. At what period this 
happened [I cannot learn; but it mutt 
have been before 1511, for in that year 
1. find George Hueifon of Braehead a 
witnefs to a charter. The epithet of 
Maxpoxese was applicable to the prefent 
Laird’s father, as I am told he could 
hold a Scotch pint ftoup lengthwife be- 
tween the middle finger and thumb of his 
hand. Arms, Argent a heart proper, on 
a chief Azure, three fleurs-de-lis Or. 

_ The largeft building in the parith 
is the houfe of Royfton, built 1687, by 
the Vifcount of Tarbat, afterwards 
Earl -of Cromarty, and now belonging 
to the Countefs of Dalkeith. It is 
fituated on the banks of the Forth, is 
of a reCtangular form, with an open 
court in the middle, and offices at the 
North-weft corner. The Eaft and Weft 
fides are each 100 feet long: the North 
fide $8; and the South, which is the 
principal front, and projeéts 4 feet on 
each fide, is 96 feet long. Hard-by is 
a rude ftone, ereéted by the late Sir 
James Adolphus Oughton (who refided 
here many years), with the following 
infcription :

mortified forfthat purpofe by John Stra- 
chan of Craigcrook, who died about17 20. 

There are three villages in this parith, 
Muttotihole, Over Cramond, and Ne- 
ther Cramond. This laft, fituated at 
the influx of the river Almond into the 
Forth, contains above 300 inhabitants, 
and was a famous Roman naval fta~ 
tion. Three Roman roads meet at this 
place, which was called by them Ala- 
terva. 1 with fome of your correfpon- 
dents would let me know the diftances 
from other ftations to this, as marked in 
the Roman itineraries, for 1 cannot get 
any of them at prefent. There are 
three iflands belonging to this parith, 
Inchkefth, Inchmickery, and Cramond 
Inch. The firft and fecorid are the pro- 
perty of the Countefs of Dalkeith, the 
Jaft belongs to Lady Glenorchy. The 
living is worth 1401. a year, in Lady 
Glenorchy’s gift. 

Of the Parochial Defcriptions in the 
*¢ BibliothecaT opographica Britannica,’ 
the principal defeé is, that they are 
not accompanied with fuch a plan of each 
parith as 1s in the Hiftory of Hinckley, 
For want of thefe, they who never were 
on the fpot are left in difagreeable ob- 
{curity as to the particular fituation of 
places. Andthe number of acres be- 
longing to each proprictor ought always 
to be mentioned.

10.) unequivocally marks its an- 
tiquity. It is of gold, but has a confi- 
derable quantity of alloy. The letters 
are evidently EIS U. Camden men- 
tions a Britifh coin which he had feen 
with the letters EIS U; and on the 
reverfe an ear of corn. He fays, that Bri- 
tith coins were neither gold nor filver, 
but a mixed metal, and that wheels and 
axes were frequently found upon them.

{ have worn the ftone about my neck 
for months, during which the hemors 
rage ‘entirely cealed. Since that it has 
Jain+by entirely unthought of. Some 
time ago a perton of credit in my parifly 
was reduced (before I knew it) to the 
moft dangerous. and exhaufted ftate, by 
a bleeding at the nofe, which nothing 
could ftop for any time: I carried her 
the ftone { have mentioned, which the 
wore at the pit of her flomach, fuf- 
pended by a ftring round her neck, for 
a month, during which time, and ever 
fince (though fhe has now an aguc, 
and is in a very weak condition), fhe 
has not bled a drop, or had the leatt 
tendency {o to do. 
The ftone is of the circumference ot 
the annexed circle, (fz. 13.) the blan* 
(being the gold fetting) is that 6 
lower fide, with fome irregular exce: 
tion ; the other fide has a great relivi 
prominence.

November laft, p. 811, who figns him- 
felf « A Country Reétor,’ for the'care and 
attention he beftows upon his parifh re- 
gifters, and the accuracy he recommends 
0 be obferved in keeping them. Surely, 
Mr. Urban, there is not a more truly 
ye(peftable character, I would hope 
$n many inftances not a happier being, 
than a parith prieft, who rejides among 
his people, and employs himfclf in 
faithfully and diligently attending to 
the various important duties of his fta- 
tion: were this more generally the cafe, 
were there fewer inftances of pluralitics 
and non-refidence, I am well perfuaded 
that our.Churches would be better filled, 
the number of diffenters would be much 
{maller, and we fhould not hear of fo 
many adventurers mounting the roftrum, 
whofe principal recommendations, are a 
moderate ftock of ailurance, a fonorous 
voice, and a copious flow of words : there 
is a very pleafing picture of fuch a parifh 
rieft as I refer to, delineated by the latg 
fr. Scott, in his defcriptive Poem of 
Amwell, in the character he gives of the 
Rev. Thomas Hatfal, vicar ot that parifh 
during the firft 57 years of the laft cen- 
tury 
* With refpe€ to what your correfpon- 
dent afferts, as to the inattention of the 
clergy to the regifters at the time of the 
Ufurpation, I can confirm it in one in- 
ftance from my own knowledge. The 
reétor of the parifh in which I live was 
fequeftered in 1644; in looking over fome 
extracts that I made fome years ago

of his having ever pofleffed the living, 
nor indeed have I any evidence that he 
did potiefs it, except that he is inferted in 
Calamy’s Account of the Ejected Minif- 
ters; as having been ejected from it, that 
is, obliged to refiga a living, towhich he 
was not legally prefented, to the legal in- 
cumbent; and his chrifiian name nat ap- 
pearing in that account, I was never able 
to difcover it: it is neceflary, however, in 
juitice to thefe two reverend gentlemen, to 
add that, though they negleéted the re- 
gilters, they were kept, probably by the 
clerk, as, in one or two inftances, where 
a child of the firft of them was baptized, 
it ftands recorded as the child ot “ my 
M‘.” 

In fupport of your worthy. cor-

WAS much entertained with the gee 
nuine fpecimens of Highland poetry, 
which fome time fince appeared in your 
valuable mifcellany ; and traft the inge- 
nious gentleman, to whom you and your 
readers are fo greatly obliged, is yet far 
from having iclinquifhed the fubje&;

may be feen by attending to the follow- 
ing lift. 

Mr. Gough, in Brit. Topog. v. I. p. 
766, has noticed an 8vo pamphlet, pub- 
lithed in 1733, in which, among other 
articles relating to the corporation of the 
fons of the clergy, were inferted the names 
of all the preachers, &c. to that time. 
As that pamphlet muft be very fearce, 
there nay be many of your readers to 
whom the following lift, imperfeé& as it 
is, may not be unacceptable. And, fhould 
you allow it a place, fuch of your cor- 
refpondents as have it in their power 
will, Iam inclined to hope, reétify mif- 
takes, and fupply omiffions. By this 
mode of communication, the names of 
thofe who deferved to be recorded as be- 
nefagtors to that excellent inftitution, 
will be perpetuated: it may alfo be a 
means of enabling colleftors to procure 
copies of the fermons they want; and 
from the dedications, prefaces, and fup- 
plements to them, fome hiftorical facts 
may be difcovered that are not generally 
known. [A few queries and hints 
of this kind you receive inclofed, and 
I with to fee anfwers to the former, 
and additions of greater importance 
to the latter, by thofe who have better 
Opportunities of acquiring intelligence 
than myfelf.] Poflibly from notes thus 
occafionally repofited in the Gentleman’s 
Magazine, a regular circumftantial detail 
of the tranfaétions of this charitable 
eftablifhment may be at length compil- 
ed. Dr. Kennet, who preached in 1702, 
then fuggefted the expediency of propof- 
ing a reward to fome induftrious fcholar 
for drawing up “ an hiftorical account of

=. Iam apt to imagine, that Mr. 

rban’s reprinting it may not be deem- 
ed fuperfluous, as well becaufe your ufe- 
fully mifcellany has a more extenfive cir- 
culation, as that it muft be convenient 
to have all the names colle&ed in one 
publication; nor ought I to pafs unnotic- 
ed its being in the Gentieman’s Magazine, 
that, by the favour of the Rev. Mr. 
Conant of Sandwich, the firft public in- 
formation was given, to whom the wi- 


dows and children of the clergy are prin- 
Cipally indebted for the Charters of In- 
corporation. (See vol. LII. p. 366.) 
The original letters of that gentleman’s 
great grandfather Mr. Edward Wake 
fhew him to have been (to ufe his own 
words) * the firft farter of the plan,” and 
to have, with unremitting diligence, fuc- 
cefsfully purfued his darling projeét; a 
labour of love for which he ought to be 
had in lafting remembrance.

" [a] Dr. Sprat’s fermon was delivered at the firft anniverfary meeting after the grant of 
the charter of incorporation, which bears date July 1, 1678: there are in it many'references 
to former meetings, and in the beginning of it their being by the blefling of God feveral 
years renewed. [At does not, however, appear, that any of the fermons before preached were 
publithed}, The expreflion renewed implies that there was a charitable inftitution of 
this kind before the civil war. Doany accounts of it remain? The Dr. profeffes him: 
Yelf very much in all things unequal to thofe’ who had gone before him; and fats, that 
he was over-ruled fo much out of bis cwn order, to preach by reafon of the fickoets of the 
Rev. Prelate, who had undertaken the employment. By cut of bis own drder, did he 
mean as to age, or rank and ftation in the Courch ?> He was then Prebendary of Weltmin- 
fter, though not fo ftyled in the title-page. The iermon is dedicated to the prefident, and 
the reft of the governors ofthe corpotation. Dr. John Doiben, at that time B. of Rechefar, 
znd Lord Almoner (alt. abp. of York) was prefidént. By tht. charter the prefidenr, ‘as weil 
as.all her officers of the corporation, are ro he eleéted yearly. Qu. The mamés' of the pre» 
fidents and vice-pr: fidents ? 

[a] Tn his dedicarion to the ftewards, be obferves, that gt2l. had in that‘year been given- 
towards the fupport of widows of poor miunifters, and their children, befides the fums co 
Teéted at the meeting for putting forth appréntices.

‘oo the lift is Ad. Henry Killigrew.’ Q. The fon of Dr. Henry Killigrew, Prebendary of 
Wefimingter, and mafter of the Savoy ; and the brother of Mrs. Anne Killigrew, termed, 
by A. Wood, “ a grace for beacty, and a’mofe for wit ?”

pv] To this fermon is annexed [and, as it may be inferred from the dedication, fer 
the firit time] a faithful account of the fums diftributed for fourteen years lat palt, viz. 
from 1684 inclufive, All the fornmier fermons were preached in Bow Church; but in 1693 
the meting was remeéved to St. Pael’s cathedral, where’ has been cver fiace held. 
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[e] Sir Nathan Wrighte was one of the flewards to whom Dr. Atherton dedicated his 
fermon. He was at that time King's Serjeant, and in May 1700 appointed Lord Keeper. of 
the Great Seal. His father was reétor of Thurcafton, co. Leicetter. The fons of the 
clergy can boaft of che prefent Lord Chancellor’s being alfo of their lineage, And reafon 
have they to think themfelves much obliged to Lord Thurlow, for not only being their 
fieward in 1779, but for his fince encouraging thefe anniverfary meetings, by his prefence, 
and by his generous contributiens, 

¥ | In the appendix to this fermon is the acconnt of the money diftributed for 19 years. 
The loweft fum 2281. in 1685; the bigheft 6441. in 1696. Dr. Kenner, at p. 19, offered 
a hint [whether it might not be advifable] to * encourage fome induftrions young man, 
“to write the live§, &c. of the fons of the Englith clergy ;- men famous in their genera- 
“ tion, a tribe worthy to be numbered by themfelves,” [in fome ciftir& memorials of 
them]. And, in a note, he inftances 26 in the higheft order of the Church [without 
going further back than jo the memories of himfelf, and of his contemporaries}, tefides 
five worthy prelates then living. But, faid Bp. Sprat, p. 33, “ itis an evident obfervation,

Qu. How related to Bp. Atterbury ? 

C1] The number of widows and children relieved, in 1712, was 424, of which twerty~ 
fix of the widows received 51. each; two gl. two 31. 10s. fixty-two 31. forty 21. 10s. 
one hundred and ‘forty-eight 21. eighty-five 11. 105. and thirty-nine ri. The whole fom 
diftributed amounted to 9691. 105. 

[kK] The Appendix confilts of two parts; in the firft, is a lift of the officers, with an 
account of the fum diftributed at the laft yearly court, amounting to 11431. and applied 
to therelief of 472 widows and children, The fecond parr contains an abftraét of the will 
of Dr, Thomas Turner, prebendary of Ely, &c. who bequeathed the refidve of his ettate

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“ The firft and principal is, Tbe Corporation for the relief of the poor widows and children of 
“ clergymen, ettablithed by charter. The funds of this charity are employed chiefly in 
*¢ giving penfions to the widows of the clergy. 

“ The fecond, which arofe not long after, is The fociery of tbe feaft of the fons of tbe clergy, 
‘‘ confifiing of the company annually affembled under that name, at St. Paul’s Church, 
© and Merchant Taylors Hall. The money colleéted at thefe two places is wholly ex- 
“ pended in apprenticing out the children of neceffitous clergymen. The expences of the 
*¢ mufic and the feaft are generoufly defrayed by the ftewards of that fociety. 

“ The third is, The fociety of Stewards and Subfcribers for maintaining and educating the 
$ poor orphans of the clergy till of age to be put apprentices. 

“¢ This fociety was formed in 1749. It is compofed of thofe who have been ftewards of 
** the former fociety, and any others who chufe to become members of it. It is fupported 
§¢ by annual fubfciptions of one guinea each, and maintains two fchouls, one for boys, and 
6‘ the other for girls.” 

Though the third fociety was fo lately inttituted, it appears to have been a part of the 
original plan of the charter, becaufe Mr. Wake, in bis letrer of the 27th of June 1678, 
thus exprefles himfelf, ** the defign promifes well, and if men that have opened their mouths 
«< will not fhut their purfes, we thall grow rich, and have an houfe for 80 boys, and their 
$ matter lodged.” The number of children now maintained are no more than thirty-two 
boys, and twenty-fix girls ; nor has the increafe of the fund Jatterly been fo great as could 
be withed, or the mature of the charity feems to demand, 

[r? Prince George, our prefent moft gracious Sovereign, and his brother Prince Edward, 
were at the Rehearfal in 1747, and their Royal Highneffes on the following day contri- 
bured 1001, to the colleétion. Upon this occafion the ftewards prefented an addrefs of 


thanks to the Prince of Wales. 


The Addrefs, as alfo that prefented in 1738, with 


the anfwers to both, are printed in the periodical publications of the refpective years. 

It mufi have been from the want of a proper application, that the fociety has not been 
honoured with a fimilar mark of kindnefs and condefcenfion from the royal grandfon, the 
tendernefs and liberality of whofe difpcfition are unqveftionable.

In your Magazine 
for December you have told the public 
(and truly), that one of the number, 
then mentioned by you, had no other 
introduétion than that of Dr. Brocklefty. 

To compenfate fo trivial a correc- 
tion in vour valuable Mifeellany, I en- 
clofe vou a lit of as many of Dr, Jobn- 
fon’s ailociates as originally mct at the 
Turk’s Head in Gerard-ftreeg, Soho; 
were from thence tran{planted to Prince’s 
in Sackville-ftreet, Piccadilly ; and now 
dine at Baxter’s in Dover-fircet, ‘on al- 
moitevery Tueiday during the feffien 
of pariament.

petual Club” of the Spectater, were 
thefe : 

“¢ The Club thal! confift of four and 
twenty. 

The meetings fhall be on the Mon- 
day, Thurfday, and Saturday of every 
week; but in the week before Eafter 
there fhall be no mecting. 

Every Member is at liberty to intro- 
duce a Friend once a week, but not 
ofrener. 

Two Members fhall oblige themfclvés 
to attend in their turn every night 
from 8 to 10, cr to procure two to at- 
tend in their room. 

Every Member prefent at the Club 
fhall {pend ar leaft 6d. and every man 
who ftays away fhall forfeit 3d. 

The mafter of the houfe-fhall keep 
an account of the abfent members; 
and déliver to the Prefident of the 
night a lift of the forfeits incurred. 

When any Member returns after ab- 
fence, he fhall immediately lay down 
his forfeits; which if he omits to do, 
the Prefidentr thall require. 

There fhall be no general reckoning, 
but every man thall adjuft his own ex- 
pences, . 
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The night of indifpenfable attendance 
will come to every member once a 
month. Whoever fhall for 3 monttis 
together omit to attend himfelf, or by 
fubftirution, nor fhall make any apo- 
logy in the fourth month, fhall be cons 
fidered as having abdicated the Club. 

When a vacancy is to be filled, thie 
name of the Candidate, and of the 
Member recommending him, fhall ftand 
in the Club-room 3 nights. On the 
fourth he may be chofen by ballot; fix 
Members, at leaft, being prefent; and 
two thirds of the ballot being in his 
favour; or the majority, fhould the 
numbers not be divifible by three.

for the education of Johnfon as was paid 
for the children of ether tradefmen.

The “ laofe piece by Floyer,” which 
is noticed in Johnfon’s firft letter to Cave, 
may be feen in Gent.

¥t was probably fent by fohnfon himfelf, 
who not many~months ago flrongly 
prefied the communicator of the forego- 
ing anecdotes, to give to the publick 
fome account of the life and works of 
Sir John Floyer, whofe learning and piety 
deferve recording, and concerning whom 
any authentic materials would be accep- 
table. An original portrait of him is 
preferved at Lichfield, and very probably 
will be publifhed by fubfcription.

Johnfon has beftowed an eleziac copy of 
verfes *, may not be unacceptable to your 
readers +. 

Mr. Levett, though an Engiifhman by 
birth ¢, became early in life a waiter at a 
coffee-houfe in Paris. The furgeons 
who frequented it, finding him of an in- 
quifitive turn, and attentive to their con- 
verfation, made a purfe for him, and 
gave him fome inftru¢tions in their ars, 
They afterwards furnifhed him with the 
means of other knowkilge, by procuring 
him free admiffion to fuch leétures in 
pharmacy and anatomy as were read bv 
the ableft profetfors of that period. Hence 
his introduction to a bufinefs, which af- 
forded him a continual though flender 
maintenance. Where the middle part of 
his life was fpent, is uncertain, He re- 
fided, however, above twenty years un- 
der the roof of Johnfon, who never withed 
him to be regarded as an inferior, or 
treated him Jike a dependeot §. He 
breakfafted with the Dottor every morn- 
ing, and perhaps was feen no more by 
him till intdnighe. Much of the day was

employed in attendance on his patients, 
who were chiefly of the loweft rank of 
tradefmen. The remainder of his hours 
he dedicated to Hunter’s le€tures, and to 
as many different opportunities of im- 
provement as he could meet with on the 
fame gratuitous conditions. ‘ All his 
medical knowledge (faid Johnfon), and 
it is not inconfiderable *, was obtained 
through the ear. Though he buvs 
books, he feldom looks into them, or 
difcovers any power by which he can be 
fuppofed to-judge of an author’s merit.’ 

Before he became a conftant inmate of 
the Doétor’s houfe, he married, when he 
was near fixty, a woman of the town, 
who had perfuaded him (notwithftanding 
their place of congrefs was afmall coal- 
fhed in Fetter-lane), that fhe ‘was nearly 
related to a man of fortune, but was in- 
jurioufly kept by him out of large pof- 
feffions, It is almoft needlefs to add that 
both parties were difappointed in their 


-views.-—If Levett took her for an heirefs, 


who in time might be rich, the regarded 
him asa phyfician already in confiderable 


“practice. —Compared with the marvels of 


this tranfa€tion (as Johafon himfelf de- 
clared when relating them), the tales in 
the Arabian Nivhts’ £ntertainments feem 
familiar occurrences... Never was infant 
more completely duped than our hero. 
He had not been married four months, 
before a writ was taken out againit him, 
for debts incurred by his wife-—He was 
fecrered: and his friend then procured 
him a proteétion from 2 foreign minifter. 
Ina fhort time afterward, fhe ran away 
from him, and was tried (providentially 


‘in his opinion) for picking pockets at 


the Old Bailey: Her hufband was with 
difficulty prevehted from attending the 
court, in the hope fhe would be hanged. 
She pleaded her own caufe, and wag ac- 
quitted ; a feparation between this ill -ftarr- 
ed couple took place ; and Dr. Johnfon 
then took Levett home, where he continu- 
ed till his death, which happened fuddenly; 
without pain, Jan. 17, 1782. His va- 
nity in fuppoling that a young woman of 
family and fortune fhould be enamour¢ 

of him, Dr. Johnfon thought, deferved 
fome check.—-As no relations of his were 
known to Dr. Johnfon, he advertifed for 
them. In the courfe of a few weeks an

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heir at law ‘appeared, and afcertained his 
title to what effeéts the deceafed had left 
behind him, 

Levett’s charaéter was rendered yalu- 
able by repeated proof of honefty, ten- 
dernefs, and gratitude to his benefactor, 
as well as by an unwearied diligence in 
his profeflion.—His fingle failing was an 
occafional departure from fobriety. John- 
fon would obferve, he was perhaps the 
only man who ever became intoxicated 
through motives of prudence. He re- 
fieved, that, if he refufed the gin or 
brandy offered him by fome of his pati- 
ents, he could have been no gainer by 
their curc, as they might have had no- 
thing elfe to befiow on him, _ This habit 
of takinga fee, in whatever fhape it was 
exhibited, could not be put off by advice 
or admonition of any kind. . He would 
{wallow what he did rot like, nay what 
he knew would injure him, rather than 
go home with an idea that his fkill 
had been exerted without recompence. 
*‘ Had, faid Johnfon, all his patients 
malicioufly combined to reward him with 
meat and firong liquors, inflead of mo- 
nev, he would either have, burft, like 
the dragon in the Apocrypha, through 
repletion, or have been fcorched up, like 
Portia, bv {wallowing fire."—But let 
not from hence an imputation of rapaci- 
oufnefs be fixed upon him. Though he 
took all that was offered him, he de- 
manded nothing from the poor, nor was 
known, in any inftance, to have enforced 
the payment of even what was juttiy his 
due. 

His perfon was middle-fized and thin; 
his vifage fwarthy, adutt, and corrugated. 
His converfatios—except on profeffional 
‘fubjeéts—barreon. When in dithabille, 
he might! have ,been miftaken for an al- 
-chemifi, whofe complexion had been hurt 
by the fames of the crucible, and whofe 
clothes had fuffered from the fparks of 
the furnace, ; 

Such was Levett, whofe whimfical 
frailty, if weighed againit his good and 
ufeful qualitics, was— 

« A floating atom, duit that falls unheeded

Mr. URBAN, 

A? your publication is univerfally ac- 

knowledged to be the beft repofitory 
of the kind, for whatever is ufeful or in; 
terefiing in lwterature; I make no apo- 
logy for fending you a few remarks, upon 
a book, which is at prefent. very. lictle 
read or known. I mean of the tragedies 
of Sencca, from the perufat of which 
I have been long deterred by the 
flight manner in which I have heard 
them nientioned by thofe to whofe gpi- 
nions 1 have been accufiomed to: pay 
deference,——Nhave lately, however, had 
occafion to confult a paflage in Seneca’s 
Medea; and I confefs, Mr. Urban, I was 
much furprifed to find great fpirit where 
I was taught to expect infipidity, much 
warmth where I thought every thing 
was cold, and charaéters well fupported 
and ftrongly marked, which I had con- 
ceived to be weak and uninterefting. I 
am a young man, and of courfe do not 
expeét the greateft fubmiffion to my 
judgement; but I declare that, after read- 
ing Apollonius Rhodius, Valerius Flac- 
cus, and Euripides, my mind has been 
more forcibly impreffed by the charaéter 
of Medea, as pourtrayed in Seneca, than 
by avy of the above-mentioned authors.— 
I could point out avariety of pailages of 
fuperior force and beauty, as to language, 
fentiment, and expreffion; but 1 fear 
I fhould exceed the limits of your plan and 
my own leifure; I with, however, to 
take the liberty of appealing to one or 
two, in defence of my aflertions. 

In the dialogue hetween Medea and 
her attendant, after the former has de- 
clared her general refolve of fome mighty 
revenge, though without having decided 
on the particular fcheme or mode of it; 
the attendant reminds-her of her delerted 
and helplefs fituation telling her, her 
friends weré gone from her, her hufband 
had proved faithlefs, and that nothing 
remains by which the can be affifted in 
the execution of her purpoles.

The 
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Critique on the Medea of Seneca. 


The emotion of the firft part of Me- 
dea’s anfwer I confider as one of the fineft 
breaks I have ever feen in any ancient or 
moderntragedy, and indeed the whole is 
well worth tranfcribing. 


Medea fupere/?, hic mare et terras vices, 
Ferrunque et ignes, et deos et fulmina. 

I know no patiage more energetic, or 
more expreflive of the confidence which 
a lofcy mind, labouring under the feufe of 
injuries, and confcious of its vigour and 
vaft refourtes, may be imagined to repofe 
in itfelf. 

The whole of this fcene is beautiful, 
and many parts of it fublime. I remem- 
ber no one in the correfponding play of 
Euripides which may juftly be placed in 
competition with it. ‘The heroine’s cha- 
raéter is ftrongly imagined, and confitt- 
ently fupported throughout ; and at the 
conclufion of the conference, when fhe 
exclaims, 

Fortuna opes auferre non animum poet, 


the reader muft feel. his’ affections 
wonderfully foftened towards her, and 
in fome manner inclined, through his ad- 
miration of her mafculine fpirit and pity 
for her fituation, to palliate the vait ven- 
geance to. which he muft conceive her 
adequate, and indced haftening to ac- 
complith, I cannot quit my fubjcé& 
without noticing one pafiage more: it is 
in the conference between Jafon and Me- 
dea, After having found all her attempts 
to foften the indignation of Creon, and 
to fruftrate the intended marriage of Ja- 
fon with Creufa, ineffe€tual, Medea ap- 
pears fixed in her determination of re- 
venge at all events, and to the moft ex- 
treme extent; and feems only to delibe- 
rate about the means which might make 
her vengeance moft oppreflive co. Jafon 
individually, and moft extenfive in its ge- 
neval operation. She plavs upon his fen- 
fibility with exquifite addrefs, and tor- 
ments him with all the varied acutenefs 
of which he may imagine a. haughty, 
incenfed, jealous, and difappointed wo- 
man fufceptible ;—at laft the mentions 
their common children, and findiog ‘that 
Jafon could not for a moment fupport 
the idea-of parting with them, and that 
his affection for them was of the warmeft 
and moft lively nature, in a moment fhe 
determines that her revenge fhall be di- 
reCted to this his moft vulnerable part, 
and, forgetful of everyc onfideration but 
the predominant one of palfion, fhe im- 
mediately refolves.to make them the fa- 
crifice, and to punifh Jafon in the moft 
exquifite manner through the fufferings 
and death of his children. J beg leave 


' 
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firft to tranfcribe Jafon’s affe€tionate lane 
guage refpe€ting his children, as the claf- 
fical reader will be better enabled to judge 
of the force and excellence of Medea’s 
reply, which [ think almoft without a 
paraliel. When the folicits to have the 
children entrufted to hér care, Jafon fays. 
Parere precibus cupere me, fateor, tuis 
Pietas vetat: namque iftud havd poffim pati, 
Non fi ipfe memet cogat & rex & focer. 

Hee cavfa vite eft, hoc perufti pectoris 
Curis jevamen, fpiritu, citius queam 
Carere, membris, luce. 


Medea fays afide, and we may conceive 
with what fpirited abruptnefs, 


—— -— Sic gnatos amat? 
Bene eft, tenetur: vulneri patuit locus. 


Ia this particular part and moment fhe 
affumes the colour of Iago’s charatter in 
Othello, and of: Zanga’s in the Revenge; 
but [ do not think it poffible to point out 
a paflage, in either of the above juftly 
celebrated performances, equal ‘to that 
which I have cited from Seneca. In 
fhort, the dignity of Medea’s charaéter is 
fupported throughout in a very mafterly 
manner. In the laft fcene, at the time of 
her tinal parting with Jafon,;-when we 
are to conceive her rifing with her chariot 
into the air, with all the majefty of a di+ 
vinity, who without the moft fenfible 
emotion can read her. animated accla- 
mation,— 


Sic fugere foles. 


Happy fhould I be,» Mr. Urban, to 
know myfelf the infirument of refeu- 
ing (1 may almoft. fay) from obfcu- 
rity a book, which is in my opinion dif- 
tinguifhed by elegant language, and fub- 
lime and elevated fentnnents, I fincerely 
regret.that it did not come tooner under 
my infpection, and I think myfelf juttified 
in affuring the claflical reader, that the 
perufal of Seneca’s Tragedies will reward 
his mduttry, and abundantly gratify ims 
curlotity.

Saw in the Ducal'ltbrary at Parma an 
old map with this infcription—

In this map, beyond the Fortunate If- 
lands, others are delineated and infcribed, 
‘* infula de novo reperta.”” The date is 56 
vears earlier than the voyage of Colum- 
bus ; andthe librarian told me, that fome 

pre- 
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pretend that this is the old map from 
which the cavious contemporaries of Co- 
lumbus charged him with deriving the 
information which caufed his difcoverys 
This account, ,for innumerable reafons, 
¢eannot be admitted: and it is probable, 
that, after the difcovery of the Antilles, 
the infertion was made in an older map.. 
However, as I have not met with any 
inention of this fingular map in any de- 
feription of Italy, I think it worth com~ 
munication. I tranfcribed from the li- 
brary catalogue the following charaéter 
of the map: poft infvlas fortunatas aliz 
confpiciuntur infule rudi tamen & in- 
dota cireumferiptione reddite. Major 
Jongum terre traétum forma pene reétan- 
guia ‘reprafentat; cui infcribitur “ An- 
tillia.’

1 
know people of more confequence than 
myfelf have made it a fubjeét of coms 
jaint, but we have had no rcdrefs; the 
aniwer from the pott-office beieg, that 
we mul fubmit toa fair trial of the 
feheme, as in times of diftreis, when fo 
great 2 faving to government is made by 
having their mail: carried for half the 
colt of the old mode. we ought to fub- 
mit te many incoovenicaces, But thac

faving fhould not arife from injuftice to 
the individual. I am fure, myfelf and 
many of my neighbours, feeling the de- 
privation of a daily correfpondence, fend 
four letters out of fix by packets, and as 
fuch fhould think the‘revenue will not 
be increafed. No doubt the commercial 
citits of Briftol and London may reap 
fome benefit; but my trade of malting,

is remarkable that, of the noble fa- 

mily of Percy Earls of Northumber- 
land, fix earls out of eight in feven fuc- 
ceffive generations (befides fome colla- 
teral branches) came to untimely deaths. 
Henry, the firft carl, was killed in the 
battle of Bramham-Moor in Yorkthire, 
in 1408, 8 Hen. IV. 

His brother, Thomas Earl of Wor- 
cefter, was beheaded at Shrewfbury in 
1403, 4 Hen. IV. ; 

Henry Lord Perey, commonly called 
Hotfpur (fon to the 1ft earl), was killed 
inthe battleof Shrewfbury, the fame year. 

His fon» Henry (the 2d earl) was 
killed in the battle of St. Albans in 
14559 33 Hen. VI. 

Three of the fons of the earl alfo fell 
in battle, viz. Henry, the 3d earl, in 
the battle of Towton, 1461, 1 Edw. IV. 
Thomas Lord Egremont, in the battle 
of Northampton, 1460, 38 Hen. VI. 
and Sir Ralph Percy, ia the battle of 
Hegley moor, 1464, 4 Edw. IV. 

Henry, 4th earl, fon of the 3d earl, 
was killed by a tumultuous rabble in 
Yorkshire in 1489, 4 Hen. VII. 

His grandion, Sir Thomas Percy, 
was executed at Tyburn for Aftke’s 
confpiracy in 1537, 29 Hen. VIII. 

‘And the two fons of this Sir Thomas 
came alfo tountimely ends; as Thomas, 
the 7th earl, was beheaded at York for 
high treafon in 1<72, 14 Eliz.; and 

entry, the $th carl, thot himfelfin the 
Tower in-+581, 27 Eliz. 

After this, it is but juftice to add, that 
all the defcendants of this noble houfe 
from that time to the prefent, being fix 
generations, have died natural deaths, 
viz. Henry, the oth earl ; Algernon, the 
roth ; Jofecfyn, the 11th and laft earl ; 
Elizabeth, Baronefs Perey, and Duchels 
of Somerfet ; Algernon Lord Percy, and 
Duke of Somerftr; George Vifcount 
Beauchamp, and his fifler, the late 
Duchefs of Northumberland, Baroneff

OUR antiquarian readers may not 


be difpleafed to be told, that the . 


fword of the Marquis Spinola, gencral 
ofthe Spanifh army in the Netherlands, 
was purchafed at Paris by Mr. Martin, 
of King-ftreet, Covent-garden, at the 
fale of the Prince of Conti’s effects, and 
may probably ftill remain in his collec- 
tion. And it may be deemed no improper 
fupplement to the account of the Ar- 
moury at Bruffels, given by Mr. Nichols 
from the mufeum of the Spalding So- 
ciety, (Bibl. Top. Brit. N° XX. p. 75.) 
to add this defcription. 

The mounting is entirely of ftcel, and 
is richly ornamented with curious em- 
boffments in pretty high relief, exhibi- 
ting in feveral compartments various 
Sctipture hiftorical paflages and emble- 
matical figures difpofed round the pom- 
mel, bow, crofs bars, and fhell of the 
{word ; each compartment has its pro- 
per infcription in Latin.: The principal 
compartment on the outer fide of the 
pommel reprefents Samuel anointing 
David; under it, Efau hunting; and a- 
bove it, Efau felling his birth-right. 
On the oppofite fide, Saul poffeffed with 
an evil fpirit, and David playing before 
him onthe harp. Above is Abraham 
preparing the altar for facrificing his 
fon, and beneath it the fervant keeping 
the affes. Between thefe two chief 
compartments, and ferving to divide 
them, are two capital figures at full 
Jength in oval frames; the one Venus 
with Cupid; the other Juno with her 
peacock, holding in her hand a rod 
with a twifted fnake defcending. With- 
in other of the larger compartments on 
the bow, crofs bar, fhell, &c. are re- 
prefented David by the advice of Mi- 
chal making his efcape from Saul 
through a window; the judgement of 
Solomon between the two harlots; the 
Queen of Sheba vifiting Solomon; Ab- 
falom flain by Joab as he hung on the 
tree; Elijah fed with bread and water 
in the wildernefs by an Angel; Saul 
confulting with the Witch at Endor ; 
Ammon killed by his brother Abfalom at 
a banquet. Jn-the finaller compart- 
ments are reprefented, the rape of Ta- 
mar by her brother Ammonj Elijah fed 
by a raven-in the wildernefs; David 
confulting with Jonathan for his fafety ; 
Jonathan and David renewing their 
friendfhip; a fingle Juftice with her 
fword and fcales; David feizing the 
lion; David cutting off Saul’s tkirt; 
_ Gent. Maa. February, 1785. * 


David, flaying Goliah; David feeding 
his father’s fheep; the emblematical fi- 
gure of Faith, aterm; David and J}o- 
nathan, and David and. Abfalom, with 
emblems of Charity and other devices : 
and onthe end of the fcabbard is repre- 
fented Joab flaying Abner. On the in- 
fide of the bow is engraved Ambr * Spi- 
nola * Exerc* Imper, The blade is of * 
that fort which is ufually denominated 
a flaming fword, and fhews the fword 
to be of an excellent temper. 

Some of your readers who are F F.A.S. 
may recolleét the exhibition of a crofs- 
bow found in Flodden field by a far- 
mer’s feryant ploughing. there about 10 
years ago: the ftring. broke on the 
flighteft touch, but the bow was as elaf= 
tic as when firft left at the celebrated 
battle fought there 250 years ago. 


REMARKABLF ANECDOTE. 

N November laft, the Rev. Dr. - 

Seabury, a D. D. of Oxford, for- 
merly a perfecuted American . mife. 
fionary, after having applied in vain 
to the Englifh Bench of #ifhops, with 
the moft honourable credentials, was 
confecrated Bifbop of Conmecticut im par- 
tibus infedelium, by the Epifcopal College 
at Aberdeen, or, in other words, the: 
Five Nonjuring Scorch Prejates, who 
have regularly kept up and continued 
their fucceffion in that kmedom ever 
fince Epifcopacy was abolifhed. This 
event, productive as it muft be of im- 
portant confequences, -(ftrange to fay!) 
has never been mentioned in any of our 
papers*.

HE mention of Solomon’s Song by 

a late correfpondent reminds me of 

Dr. Jortin’s charatter of that book, which 
I here fend-you. 

*¢ As to his fong, many commentaries 
and difcourfes have been written upon it 
by the ancient ‘fathers, and by modern 
divines, which have not made it one jot 
clearer than it was before. Their alle- 
gorical, myftical, and {piritual interpre- 
tations arc arbitrary, unfupported, and 
the mere effafions of a feriile imagina- 
tion. Itis 4 thort and clegant.-poem, in 
which the mame 6f God is nut once men- 
tioned, in which nor one religious or 
moral duty is recommended, and which 
is never cited by our Saviour, or by any 
writer of the New Teftament.” 

I beg leave here alfo to add Mr. 
Knox’s chara&tcr of Dy. Jortin’s Sere 
mons, to which I alludéd in my laft. 

** Pofihumous publications, it has been 
remarked, are ulually intesior.in merit 
to thofe which were pubiifhed in an au- 
thor’s life-time. And indeed the upi- 
nion feems plaufible, a3 it may. be pee. 
fumed, that an authcr’s reafon tor not 
publifhing his works, is a. confciouinefs 
of their interiority. The fermons of Dr. 
Jortin were however defigned, by their 
author, as a legacy to mankind. To 
enlarge on their value, would only be to 
echo back the public voice. Good fenfe 
and found morality appear in them, not 


_ indeed dreffed out in the meretriciout 


Ornaments of.a florid ftyle, but in all the. 
manly force, and fimple graces, of na- 
tural eloquence. “The fame caprice, 
which raifes to reputation thofe trifling 
difcourfes which have nothing to re- 
commend them but a prettinefs of fancy, 
will again confign them to’oblivion : but 
the fermons of Dr. Jortin will continue 
to be read with pleafure and edification, 
as long 4s hutan nature fhall continue 
to be endowed with the faculties of rea- 
fon and difcernment *.” 

To which may be added his laconic 
anfwer, on being afked why he did not 
pubiith his fesmons: “ They fhall 
fleep,” he replied, “ till I fleep 4.”

H E mention you have made of Dr. 

Wm. Oldys ‘in p. 329 of your latt 
volume, indyces me to fend you an ac- 
count of lris‘father Dr. W.’Oldys, who, 
according to Wood, vol. I. p. 31, took 
the degree of D. D. Jan. 16, 1642, and 
was vicar of Addetbury, in Oxfordthire. 
A wan, from the private accounts I have 
received, of unfullied charaéter, and who 
was cruelly murdered by the partiarient 
foidicrs without ahy provocation. Dr. 
O dys was returning home in his chariot’ 
from Oxford, and this happened between 
the garrifon of Oxford and his own home. 
The Dr. married Margaret, the dauyhter 
of Ambrofe Sacheverell Cleth, by whom’ 
he had eleven children.. The third fon 
was William, of whom you have given 
us an account. Mrs. Ceciiia Goad, the 
laft turviving child, ercéted a monument 
to lis memory in the chancel of the 
church at Adderbury immediately over 
the place of his interment, with the epi- 
taph inclofed, having ColleCted it fome 
years ago on a fearch after matters of 
antiquity in that church, and about which 
time | fent tor your publication that cu- 
rious epitaph on Dr. Pelling (fee vol, 
XL. p. 512) taken from Bath Abbey.

REMARKS ON OAKS. 
a» Quercus Robur of Linnaus.. The 
common oak, 
&. Quercus Mas of old Botanifts, 
The Bay-oak. 
In Swedith Ek; in Danifh Eeg; in 
Saxon Ac, whence Akernell, and Acorn 
- “The monarch oak, the patriarch of 
$6 trees, 
“Shoots rifing up, and fpreads by flow 
** degrees; 
*¢ Three centuries he grows, and three hé 
** ftays, 
** Supreme in ftate, and in three more 
*« decays.” 


How far the Poet is juftified in fixing 
theife zras we are not able to afcertain ; 
but it is probable that there are oaks 
coeval with our oldeft records; this wé 
can affert from our own knowledge, 
that an oak planted fifty years ago, has 
at this time fo young an appearance that 
it does not feem to have acquired,a tenth; 
perhaps nota twentieth, part of its 
growth, or age. 

The two forts of oaks indigenous to 
this kingdom were not diftinguifhed 
with the accuracy that thé nobleft of 
our trees deferves, till Mr. Ruggles 
gave an account of them, in Your’Ma& 
gazine, (vol. LIII. p. 677), where thé 
reader may alfo fee fome hints of ourown, 
on the fame fubje& (p. 653). That 
kind of oak which the old Botanifts calt 
Quercus Mas, Ray fays, he found dif- 
tinguifhed, by the name of the Bay-oak, 
from the fuperior verdure of its foliage 
and it were to be wifhed, that, ort o 
refpect to that great man, this name 
might be retained. 

ranfplanted oaks fcarce ever make 
thriving -trees, the tap-root which is def- 
troyed in moving feems to be neceflary 
toward enlarging and extending the 
plant to its fulleft fize; but whoever 
choofes to tranf{plant thefe trees would 
do well to fet fome acorns among them : 
pofterity will thank him for it.” Oaks 
grow largeft on a fandy loam, where the 
foils of fand and clay meet; on fand 

only, or war a rocks, they are apt tobe ' 
fhaky ; in ftiff clay, or on the tops of 
hills, the growth is flow, but the timber 
is excellent. This tree, as well as moft 
other plants, fourithes bef in a fitua- 
tier 
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-tién floping to the fouth-caft; but its 
{preading roets and branches are “inju- 
rious to cultivation, and lopping is pe- 
culiarly deftru€tive; therefore itis highly 
neceflary to encourage the growth of 
buthes in forefts and waftes, as buthes 
are the great prefervers and defenders 
of young timber, from the broufing of 
cattle, which is fatal to it. We have 
been informed, by good judges, that 
if the buthes were preferved in the fa- 
refts near Portfinouth, they would pro- 
duce oaks, more than fufficient, to 
fupply thip-timber for that arfenal *. 

It .has been enagted, to encourage 

the bufinefs of the tanners, that no oak 
fhould be felled without barking, which 
cannot be done except when the fap is 
rifing ; but timber which is cut in win- 
ter, is much-more durable; and. it is 
‘earneftly recommer€cd that a_ trial 
might be made, by building two fhips 
at the fame time, one of timber cut in 
November: or December, and the other 
with trees which were felled at the 
ufual time, with the fap in them; it is 
highly probable, that the thip winter-cut 
would be tight and yare, many years 
after the thip fummer-cut, tad been con- 
figned to the fire, and forgotten. If 
this be the cafe, the nation at prefent 
pays at leaft twenty pounds for every 
penny faved to the tanncr in bark. We 
have heard it afferted, that the Ameri- 
cans are fo careful, in reipeét to the 
quality of the timber they build their 
thips with, that their contracts fpecify 
not only what kinds of timber, but alio 
that it dhould be fuch as hath grown in 
hedges, becaufe that which grows in 
woods is much more porous, and lefs 
durable. 
; The tirft opening of the leaves of oaks 
affords a pleafing variety of colaurs, 
which did not efcape the obiervation of 
Chaucer, who finifhed from uature, 
though he generally took his outlines 
from Italian mafters.

If painters would obferve the various 
tints which different trees fhew, in the 
firft expanfion of their foliage, they 
would find little occafion to have re- 
courte to the gloomy and melancholy 
fadings of Autumn to diverfify their 
land{capes, efpecially when they would 
reprefent a chearful fcene. 

Lucretius gives a pi€turefque view of 
the glaucous Olives, intermixed with 
trecs of a different verdure, and we beg 
leave to infert his beautiful defcription 
of the progrefs of cultivation, as the 
fenfe of it has been miftaken by our 
tranflators.

inte a”perfon of Evelyn’s knowledge 
and abilities has been fo much mifta- 
ken in his tranflation. : 

About the latter end of the feventh 
century, the great and good king Ina 
thought acorns, and other kinds of 
maft, of fo much confequerce, that 
among the few laws which he ima- 
gined would be fufficientto regulate the 
fimplececonomy of our Saxon anceftors, 
he gave particular direétions relating to 
the fatting fwine in woods, fince his time 
ealled pa wnuge, or pannage, and enatt- 
ed, that whofoever {hall have kept his 
hogs in another perfon’s woods, the 
owner cf the woods fhould be intitled 
tothe following fhares; if the far was 
three fingers thick, he was to have 
every third hog, if two fingers thick the 
fourth, and if of the thicknefs of the 
thumb, the fifth. ©

There was thought to be, at that 
time, fuch a clofe conneétion between 
trees and fwine, that the fize of a tree 
was determined by the number of hogs 
that could ftand under it,. (Leg. Inz.) 


In a fucceeding century, Elfhelmus, 
afer giving away his lands at Brican- 
don, referves the pawnage of two hun- 
dred hogs for his lady, in part of her 


dowry. The improved cultivation of 
modern times has rendered pawnage of 
fg little value that what was then of con- 
fequence toa lady of the firft rank, is 
now chiefly left to the labouring poor, 

About the year 880, Duke Alfred 
bequeaths to his wife and daughter 
fyme eftates, with a particular legacy of 
two thoufand hogs; he afterwards gives 
four legacies of an hundred hogs each, 
and the remainder to religious houtes, 
(Lye’s and Manning’s Dict.) 

Maf is particularly mentioned, about 
the middle of theeleventh century, ina 
donation of Edward the Confeffor,

_iIt appears from Domefday-Book, that 
in Wilham the Congueror’s time, timber 
trees were ftill of no farther confequence 
than from the food they afforded to 
{wine ; fot the value of the woods, in fe- 
veral counties, is afcertained bv rhe 
Bpmber of hogs they woyld fatten ; 
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fome were of fach extent as to fupport 
two thoufand. The furvey was taken 
fo accurately, that in fome places woods 
are mentioned of one hog. ‘ Silva de 
** uno porco.”” 

Swine fed in the woods furnifhed fo 
confiderable a part of the food of fore 
mer ages, that a fearcity of maft was 
one of the caufes of the frequent fae 
mines that then happened, The un- 
known annalift, who wrote the Chrozis 
con Saxonicum, after defcribing the ex- 
traordinary famine and mortality of 
the year 1416, records particularly the 
failure of maft in that year; ¢¢ seypne 
“on meptene *.” 

When the Abbey of Croyland was 
byrnt, in the fame century, the friendly 
contributions to the Monks fhew how 
much they depended for their fubfifttence 
on the flefh of this animal, ‘ Dedit 
‘‘ etiam Haco de Milton tunc nobis dua 
“¢ decem quartaria frumenti, & vigiati 
“ gingues bacones; dedit et Elfidus de 
*¢ Pinchbeck centum folidos argenti, 
“et decem bacones; dedit et Ardnotus de 
‘* Spalding duo carcafia bavina, et duce 
** decem bacones.’’ (Hiftoria Ingulfi.) 

Our Norman tyrants, in their rage 
for extending forefts, took away the 
right of pawnage from thofe on whofe 
lands they had encroached: this was 
one of the grievances that John was 
compelled to redrefs. (Chartade Foreft. ) 

The importance of fwine in thefe 
times reminds us of the herds of Ulyf- 
fes, who, after his flock of hogs had been 
plundered by the voracious fuitors of 
Penelopé, had fill a large number se 
maining at home ; befide twelve herds, 
that were fent to feed in an adjaccnt 
coyntry,

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When Mofes prohibited the Ifraelites 
{wines fiefh, he nodoubt had good rea- 
fons for it, but it muft have deprived 
them of aconfiderable fource of fub- 
fiftence, as Samaria, a diftri&t of the holy 
land, furnithed very numerous herds, 
(Mark, chap. y.) Mahomet imitated 
Mofes, in this prohibition, to ertice 
the Jews to follow him. 

We find, from a paffage in the Edda, 
that the fondnefs which our Gothic an- 
ceftors entertained for fwines flefh was 
of a very early date; for in the firft in- 
ftitution of their pagan fuperftiion the 
enjoyments of their coarfe Elyfium, in 
the hall of Woden, confifted in their be- 
ing continually feafted with ale, and the 
fat of the inexhauftible boar Serimner, 
dreffed by the cook Andrimner*., Hence 
it may be inferred, that our anceftors 
did not originally come into Saxony, 
from a place north of that country, as 
fwine are tender animals, and can fcarce 
live through the winter, in a wild ftate, 
in that latitude. In Sweden they are 
furpported with difficulty, even in houfes. 
Swines fiefh could not have been thought 
a delicacy but by thofe who had been 
ufed to it. In Strabo’s time, Rome 
was chiefly fapplied with hogs, which 
were fatted on mafts in the woods of 

Gaul. " That author alfo fays, that in 
the mountainous parts of Spain, the 
inhabitants ground their acorns into 
meal. Pliny, who defcribes very mi- 
nutely the different effeéts of the vari- 
ous forts of acorns in the fattening of 
{wine, afferts, that in his. time acorns 
were brought to table, in Spain, as a 
defert (fecundis menfis); it is probable, 
that they ftill continue to be eaten by 
the. common people of that country, 
for they are produced after the repaft of 
the goatherds of Cervantes, and Terefa 
fends the dutchefs a prefent of the choi- 
ceft fhe could colleét. 

Though it can hardly be fuppofed, 
that men, inearly ages, lived on acorns, 
and wild fruits only, in the wretched 
ftate the poet defcribes, (Lucretius, Lib. 
V.) yet itis certain that they depended 
much for their vegetable food on the 
natural produce of trees; after the 
introdu@tion of corn, maft was in a great 
meafure given up to fwine, but where 
there was ne care taken to collec it,

and feed them gradually, in a few weeke 
the fupply failed, and it was neceffary te 
kill, and preferve in ftore, fuch as were 
fat.. This falted food, aflifted by the 
great quantity of falted fith, which the 
fuperftition of the times compelled our 
anceftors to eat, laid the foundation of 
the leprofy, and other cutaneous di- 
eafes, which were formerly fo common, 
that the foreft laws direét, that if a deer 
is found dead, it fhould be feyt to the 
next Lazar houfz, or Spital boufe;” bat 
thete diftempers arc now Happily eradi- 
cated, by the conftant fupply of freth 
meat and vegetables, which the im- 
provements of modern cultivation in 
our fields, and gardens, regularly fur-

Lord Monbodde’s Account of Petér the Wild Boy. 


Lord: Monzovvo’s Acconnt of PETER 
THE WILD Boy, formerly brought. 
JSrom the Woods of Germany *. 

ts -- was in the beginning of June, 
“3782, that IL faw him in a 
farm-houfe, called Broadway, within 
about a mile of Berkhampfted, kept 
there upon a penfion which the King 
pays. He is but low of ftature, not ex- 
ceeding five feet three inches; and, al- 
though he muft now be about feventy 
years of age, has a frefh healthy look. 
He wears his beard. His face is not at 
all ugly or difagreeable; and he has a 
look that may be called fenfible and fa- 
gacious for a favage. About twenty 
years ago he was in ufe ta elope, and to 
be miffing for feveral days; and once, I 
was told, he wandered as far as Nor- 
folk; but of late he has been quite 
tame, and either keeps in the houfe, or 
faunters about the farm. He has been 
the thirteen laft years where he lives at 
prefent; and before that, he was twelve 
years with another farmer, whom I faw 
and converfed with. This farmer told 
me, that he had been put to fchool 
fomewhere in Hertfordfhire, but had 
only jearned to articulate his own name 
Peter, and the name of King George, 
both which I heard him pronounce 
very diftin@ly. But the woman of the 
houfe where he now is (for the man 
happened. not to be at home) told me, 
that he underftood every thing that was 
faid to him concerning the common af- 
fairs of life; and I faw that he readily 
underftood feveral things that fhe faid 
to him while I was prefent. Among 
other things, fhe defired him to fing 
Nancy Dawfon; which he did, and an-. 
other tune which fhe named. He never 
was mifchievous, but had always that 
gentlenefs of nature which I hold to be 
charaéteriftical of our nature, at leaf 
till we became carnivorous, and hunters 
er warriors. He feeds at prefent as the 
farmer and his wife do; but, as I was 
told by an old woman (one Mrs. Col- 
lop, living at a village in the neigh’our- 
hood, called Hempitead +, who remem-

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bered to have feen him when he firft 
came to Hertfordfhire, which fhe com- 
puted to be fifty-five years before the 
time IJ faw her,) he then fed very much 
upon leaves, and particularly upon the 
leaves of cabbage,. which he cat raw. 
He was then, as‘ fhe thought, about 
fifteen years of age, walked upright, 
but could climb trees like a fquirrel.— 
At prefent he not or J eats flefh, but 
has alfo got the tafte of beer, and even 
of fpirits, of which he inélines to drink 
more than he can get. And the old 
farmer above-mentioned, with whom 
he lived twelve years before he came to 
this laft farmer, told me, that he had 
acquired that tafte before he cametohim, 
which is about twenty-five years ago. 
He has alfo become very fond of fire, | 
but has not Yet acquired a liking for 
money; for though he takes it, he does 
not keep it, but gives it to his landlord 
or landlady, which, I fuppofe, is a leffon 
that they have taught him. He retains 
fo much of his natural inftiné, that he 
has a fore-feeling of bad weather, 
growling and howling, and fhewing 
great diforder, before tt Comes. ¥ 

“ Thefe are the particulars concerning , 
him which 1 obferved myfelf, or could 
learn by information from the‘ neigh- 
bourhood.” From all thefe faéts put 
together, his Lordfhip makes the fol- 
lowing obfervations : 

* sft, Whatever doubts there may be 
concerning the humanity of the Oran _ 
Outan, it was never made a queftion 
but that Peter was a man. 

“‘ 2dly, That he was, as the Dean 
{Swift} fays, of a father and mother 
like one of us. This, as I have faid, 
was the cafe of two favages found in the 
difmal {wamps in Virginia, of the one 
found in the ifland of Diego Garcia, 
and of .him that was difcovered by M. 
le Roy in the Pyrenees, and in general 
of all the favages that have been found 
in Europe within thefe laft 300 years; 
for I do not believe that, for thefe 2008 
years paft, there has been a race of 
fuch favages in Europe. 

“ gdiy, I think there can be no reafon 
to doubt of what was written from Ha- 
nover, and publifhed in the newfpapers, 
that he was found going upon all four, 
as well as other folitary favages that. 
lave been found in Europe. It is true 
that others have been found ereéts 
which was the cafe of the two found in 
the difmal fwamp of Virginia; like- 
wife of the man of the Pyrennees, and 
ef him in the iffand of Diego Garcia. 
But 
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But thefe, I fuppofe, were. nor expofed 
till ‘they had learned to walk upright; 
whereas Peter appears to have been 
abandoned by his parents before he had 
Jearned that leffon, but walked as. we 
know children do at firft. 

“ athly, Lthink it is evident that he is 
not an ideot, not only from his appear- 
ance, as I have defcrihed it. and from 
his aétions, but from all the accounts 
that we have of him, both thofe printed 
and thofe atrefted by perfons yet living; 
for as to the printed accounts, there 1s 
not the leaft information of that kind in 
any of them, except in one, viz. Wye’s 
Letter, N° 8; wherein it is faid, that 
fome imputed his not learning to fpeak 
to want of underftanding; which, lL 
fhould think, fhewed rather want of un- 
derftanding in thofe who thought fo, 
when it is confidercd that at this time 
he had not been a year out of the 
woods, and, | fuppofe, but a month or 
two under the care of Dr. Arbuthnot, 
who had taken the charge of his edu- 
cation, The Dean, indeed, tells us, 
that he fufpeéted he was a pretender, 
and no genuine wild man; but not a 
word of his being an ideot, And as to 
the perfons living, not one with whom 
I have conyeysied appeared to have the 
Ieaft fufpicion of that kind; though it 
is natural that men, who were not phi- 
lofophers, and knew nothing of the 
progrefs of man from the mere animal 
to the intellectual creature, nor of the 
improvement of our underitanding by 
focial intercourfe and the arts of life, 
but beiieyed that man, when he came.to 
a certain age, has from Nature all the 
faculties which we fee him exert, and 

articularly the faculty of fpecch, I 
rould think him an ideot, and wanting 
even the capacity of acquiring under- 
ftanding. [ knew an officer of dra- 
goons, a man of very good fenfe, who 
was quartered wlere Peter then lived 
for fome months, and faw him almoft 
every day, and who ailured me that he 
Was hot an ideot, but fhewed common 
underftanding, which was all that could 
be expedled from one no better cdu- 
ducated than he. ,

Myflerious Fourmey of the Prince of Delhi. ° 


man, who. had lived.a favage for the’ 

firft fourteen or fifteen ‘years of his life, 

fhould have made fo little progrefs in 

that art.

Gov. HASTINGS’s late Letter, May 14, 
1784. (Sce our laft, p. 20.) 

O* the 1ith of April [1784], the 

Prince Jewan Bukht, eldeft fon 
of King Shah Allum, aged about 36, 
wha has long held the principal fhare 
ip the little that remained of the admi- 
niftration of his father’s affairs, ficd 
trom the capital [Delhi], attended only 
by his mother’s brother and one other 
perfon; and rapidly paffing the bounds 
of his father’s dominions, efcaped far 
bevond the reach of purfuit before his 
abfence was diffoyercd, The King 
fent circular orders to, every -quarter, 
that he might be apprehended and fert 
back. The Nabob and Governor re- 
ceived letters to, that effeét, who, as 
fon as they had learned that the courly 
of the Prince’s rante lay towards Luck-, 
now, fent, feparately, to inform ‘him of, 
the commands they had reccived, asd 
the mortification it would be.to them to, 
withhold from him, in confequence of 
thofe commands, the duties of refpeét. 
due to his rank, fhould he ftill perfift in 
coming that way; and therefore intreat- 
ing him not to. come,. .Anfwwers were at, 
the fame time written, to acquaint. the 
King with the part they hed taken, and 
the utmoft they cquld take, in obedi- 
ence to his orders. The Prince, im re- 
ply, pleaded the intereft of the King his 
father as the fole motive of his flight, 
ahd declared his: refolution to proccéd’ 
at all events, trufting his fortune to the’ 
fincerity of his intentions, which, he, 
was fure, would bear the ftri&teft tcf, 

At the fame time the Governor received, 

letters from Major Browne, the Com- 

any’s refidént at Delhi, expreifing his 

Majefty’s leafure that his fon had 

cholen cor for the place of his ree 

treat, as he there would be fafe —

the confequences which might have 
*been appichieniled had he thrown him- 
felf into other hands. This, the Major 
faid, he had written by the King’s «x- 
refs command. In confequence of this. 
information, it was refolved to receive 
the Prince, according to the cuftom of 
-Hindoftan, with the fame honours as 
are paid to the King. In conformity to 
this plan, the Nabob-Vizier and Go- 
vernor repaired, on the 7th inftant, to 
.the Prince’s encampment, about eigh- 
teen miles from Lucknow, and paid 
him the cuftomary forms of obeifance. 
On the gth he entered Lucknow, pre- 
ceded by the Nabob-Vizier, and fol- 
lowed by the Governor, who, for rea- 
.fons of oe i did not chufe to appear 
as a principal on the occafion, though, 
at the inftance of the Prince, he could 
-not refufe to accompany him as an at- 
tendant, For the fame obvious reafons, 
-the Prince having defired to be accom- 
:modated with a honufe, the Governor 
had made an offer of his, and had him~ 
felf taken poffeffion of one that had 
eriginally been prepared for his recep- 
tion within the palace, and adjoining to 
that in which the Nabob-Vizier lived. 
-He was thus minutely. particular, he 
faid, becaufe the meaneft circumftance 
.would be circulated to every Durbar in 
Hindoftan, and conftrued the prognoftic 
of future events, and in that infpection 
may give birth tothem. He thought 
it his duty, therefore, to avoid every 
‘appearance which might be reprefented 
as a fymptom of encouragement; and 
by fo doing he had the {fatisfaction to 
find he had done right. The Nabob 
accompanied him to his houfe, and the 
Governor paid his refpeéts to him on 
the zoth, and had the honour of a long 
converfation, in which he explained all 
the motives of his vifit, and painted the 
wretched condition of his father in fuch 
Bowing colours as exceeded, he faid, 
ris. [the Governor’s] powers of lan- 
guage to do them juttice in the recital. 
he fum was, that his father was a 
Mere paffiye inftrument in the hands of 
ethers, and that he {the Prince} had 
undertaken a journey at the peril of his 
head, as the only chance of affording 
relief to the King, and a reftoration of 
the dominions of his houfe; that if he 
could effect this, he withed for nothing 
‘for himfclf but the credit of having 
ferved his father with duty, zeaj, and 
fidelity.. He obferved that, diftreffed 
as the royal family was, he lived in 
fplendor, had his jaghcer, his horfes, 
his. clephants, and,-comparatively, everv

comfort of domeftic eafe and pleafure 5 
all which he had willingly facrificed, 
and expofed his life to danger, and his 
perfon to fatigue, for the fake of pro- 
curing for his father that eafe and tran- 
quillity of mind which he himfelf had 
relinquifhed, in which if he failed, he 
would either return on his’ Majefty’s 
command, which he trembled to think 
of, or would go to Calcutta, and there 
folicit a paflage for England, which, he° 
underftood, was not more than five 


_months; and he could accommodarfe 


himfelf to any fituation, and bear what- 
ever athers could bear, in the well- 
grounded hope of obtaining the wifhed~ 
for relief, He faid, the Governor was 
not to expect Ictters from his father of 
any other complexion than fuch as 
were confonant to the wifhes of thofe 
who were about him; but he knew his 
real fentiments were what he had im- 
parted to Major Browne, The Go- 
vernor might be fure that his conduc 
could not be unpleafing to his Majetty, 
when he affured him that the whole re- 
venue of his empire, for the fupport of 
his domeftic eftablifhment, did not ex- 
ceed a lack and 50,000 rupees.—-It was 
natural, he faid, for thoie, by whofe 
power the Sullanut was fupported, te 
endeavour to raife themfelves to the in- 
dependent poffeflion of it, and to that 
he would fubmit; but it was the 
condition of vaffalage and humiliation 
to which the fervants of the King had 
degraded him, that he regretted, and 
which his fente of duty could not fufler 
him to. fee with forbearance. Such was 
the tenor of his grievances,—In reply, 
the Governor told him, that the Cow- 
pany’s government had juft emerged 
from a ftate of uhiverfal warfare, and 
required a term of repofe; that his na- 
tion was weary of war, and dreaded the 
renewal of it; that it would be equally 
alarmed at any movement which might: 
eventually tend to create new hoftilities 5 
that he-came there with a limited aue 
thority, and could not engage in a bue 
fmeis fo full of danger without the cons 
currence of his colleagues, who, he was 
fure, would be averfe to it; that the 
country of Oude was in a difordergd 
ftate, and the Nabob incapable of joining 
immedtately-in fuch a plan; and that to 
affift the Nabob with the power and in- 
fluence ofthe Englifh gavernment to 
retrieve his affairs, and enable him ro 
perform the duties of foyalty to his fo» 
vereign, was -the-fole bufinefs of the 
Governor at Lucknow. Ip the mean

time, the Prince’s refidence there, 
though fill and inactive, might be of 
ufe as acheck upon the people at Delhi, 
who would not dare to proceed to far- 
ther extremities while there was a pofl- 
bility of his caufe being efpoufed from 
that quarter; that he [the Governor] 
would reprefent his fitaation to the 
joint members of his own government, 
and wait their determination; and in 
the mean time he’ might make what 
adftances he thought proper to Madajece 
Scindia, as he was at the head of the 
Mabratta ftate, and was a {worn friend 
to the Englifh government. This was 
all that materially paffed at this inter- 
view. No perfon was prefent; nor any 
communication has yet been made of 
it, extept in fecret, to the other mem- 
bers of the board. In the mean time, 
Major Browne has fince arrived here, 
on the exprefs errand of re-conduéting 
the Prince to court, and to give him af- 
furance of pardon for his paft tranfgref- 
fions. What may be the final iffue, or even 
the. progreflive events, of this vifit, the 
Governor does not pretend fo much as 
to conjecture. He only can promife to 
have a watchful .eye that it may not 
tend to any confequences which may 
interfere with his prefent oceconomical 
plan, or difturb the tranquillity of the 
Company’s poffeffions. 

One trait of the young Prince’s cha- 
racter the Governor reports of his own 
knowledge: that when he arrived at 
the place where the firft honours were 

id him, he was without money, and 
Weftitute of every neceffary of life, hav- 
ing fearce a change of raiment; yet to 
his own diftreffes he feemed infenfible, 
but privately hinted to the gentleman 
who.was appointed to attend him, that 
the King his father was in fuch a ftate 
of wretchednefs, that any fupply of 
money, however finall, would be an ac- 

_ceptable gift; and this wa» further con- 
firmed by the Governor’s interpreter, 
4vho being fent by the Vizier with a 
fupply of 15,000 rupees for his private 
ufe, received the fame with many ex- 
prefions of thanks; but declared that, 
while his father wanted neceflaries, he 
could by no means indulge himfelf in 
fuperfluities, and thercfore requefted the 
Governor and Nabob-Vizier to remit 
the money for the ufe of his facher; 
and .that as, by the attention of the 
Englith and others, he had.at prefent 
more than fufficient for himfelf, he 
thould take the firft opportunisy of ree 
mitting the oyerplus ty his father.

THE diligent and patriotic author of 
this work, purfuing, as he is always 
wont, the moft extenfive method of in- 
formation, carries his enquiries back to 
the’earlieft periods ‘of our. conftitution, 
and fhews how. excellent the inftitution 
was for the prefervation of public peace 
and harmony, by an exact divifion of the 

eople into decennaries, tithings, or ten 
Poutholds, who held a court, of which 
the headborough was judge; whereby 
every little community could anfwer for 
all its members, and could inftantly find 
an interloper who had fied from the hand 
ef Juftice, or who had committed any 
crime againft his “ig cee for he fays, 
* that all die old hifiorians agree that 
* an entire flop to all robbery and vio- 
* lence was immediately effected by this 
“ regulation, and that bracelets of gold 
* were hung up in the highways, and no 
* one durft fteal them away.” The re- 


vival of it, at this melancholy period and 
degeneracy of our police, would be, if 
practicable, a very acceptable meafure ; 


but we fear our evils have too far in- 
creafed ! The decifion of the tithingman’s 
or headborough’s court was referrable, 
in matters of high import, to the cente- 
nari, that is, the hundred court, ahd the 
juries were fumthosed from amon 
vicinage ; the fame that we how call the 
hundred or high conftable’s court... The 
Jearned author, after very elaborately clear- 
ing away all mifconceptions of the feveral 
terms, and difplaying great tkill in our 
ancient Jaw relativé to the feveral te- 
nures by which the people formerly held 
their rights,-takes occafion to fay, (p. 
42,) “ Lf the right of voting were fully 
** yeflored, throughout the kingdom, io 
all hvafcholders or mafiers of tamilies, 
who principaliy {upport the burdens 
of the thate, even if the tranchife fhould 
defcend po lower (which he inclines 
to think it docs), it would be amply 
fufficient, I truft, to defirov the pretent 
deplorable corruption in the reprefenta-

pecially allchefaid houfelwlders were 
duly incorporated as deciners, or free~

“ conftitutional right,” a right to vote” 
and he goes on to propofe that two fuch 
divifions, of a thoufand deciners each, 
would be a proper number, throughout 
the kingdom, to fend one deputy to par- 
liament, according to the prefent popu- 
lation of the kingdom, fo as rather to di- 
minifo the prefent number of reprefen- 
tatives. And as the voters would -be 
confined to houfeholders in each divi- 
fion, it would obviate the expence of 
fending for them from a diftance, and the 
order in each would obviate much of the 
tumult and debawcheries ufed at elec 
tions. By this mode, he may perhaps 
overthrow the objections which have 
been made by many to his fcheme, 
oe gee long ago, and in which he 
till perfeveres, of reviving annual elec- 
tions—and we fhould be inclined to fa- 
vour his opinion, on the fcore of regu- 
larity, on which he grounds the whole, 
being preferved in each. of thefe fmall 
divifions; but we recolle& that man-

by, he alleges, ‘* thefe evils have in-

from no other caufe; but political cor- 


ruption has fpread wide the evils of’ 


which he complains, and the law-of the 
land is open to all fuch flagrant offen-' 
ders; which obviates the author's la- 
mentation on the abfence of the bifhop. 
But here we mutt Lop, to reprove our 
author for an unjuft deduétion in a’ 
note (p. 85), where, juitly bewailing 
the extent of our Statute Book, he favs, 
that “ Men are prompted, by the diffi- 
* culty of obtaining juftice, to revenge 
“ their owa quarrels with their ovwz 
“hands. And hence duclling, blood- 
“ fhed, and murder!’? This is\unbe- 
coming an Enelith fubjeét of thefe days, 
when the Jaws are fo conttantly and di- 


ligently adminiftered in all parts of the: 


kingdom, and every magiftrate’s daily 
court of enquiry is thronged with prayers 


for redrefs of grievances, and where the’ 


execution of the laws is duly enforced 
with folemnity and chritiian compaffion. 
That this. affords but little: warning, is 
the fault of the peopte, not of the laws, 
or the adminiftration of then But if 
the Church hath once affumed‘an inor- 
dinate power in our courts,: as. the au- 
thor ftates; we fhould:-be inclined to 
differ from him in. his recommendation 
of the ecclefiaftical communicants in 
every dioccie cicéting a bifhop to pre- 
fide, as heretofore, over all caufes eccle- 
fiaftical. It is furely more corfiftent 
that epifcopacy, fo much the-tavourite 
of the author, thould take che Chriftian 
charge of inittu@ing its communi- 
cants in the way to falvaticn, atid leave 
the punifhment of offences: to the laws 
of che land, and, finally, to God. As 
to the peopje’s right of electing bilhops

thotomy are fully contidered, and the 
preference given to the lateral opera- 
tion, with the improvements of modern 
The two laft feétions of 
this chapter treat ‘“ Of Nephrotomy,”* 
and ‘* Of Stones in the Uretbra.”. The 
next chapter, which is the X1ith, con- 
tains an account * Of Incontinence of

It was there 
thewa to bean operation.of very difficult 
performance, and which, when perform- 
ed, has-in fome inftauces been known to 
fail, ;“«the operator not getting into the 
* bladdtr*.”*> ‘The method ** of pers 
« forating the bladder by. means of a 
** curved trocar entered from the rec- 
** tum,’” indeed, is mentioned;: but Mr, 
Bell does not fo much as condefcend to 
desoribe it, remarking, that “‘it fearcely

AS this pamphlet relates to a very 
interefting fubjeét, and appears to be 
written by a gentleman of {kill in his 
profeffion, we have feleéted the fallow- 
ing extracts : 

‘Struma, by all who have wrote upon it 
hitherto, has been confidered as an hereditary 
difcafe; but I fhall endeavour to affign other, 
and I hope more rational capfes, and prove 
that opiniog not to be juftly founded. That 
it is adifeafe more gereyal in this country 
than many others, muft be readily admitted ;

ter, Zaviani, corrohorates this idea, for he

“¢ Children who have become ftrumovs 
after inoculatiqn, have been fuppoted to have 
had the difeafe conveyed to their habit with 
the variolous matters but 1 confider this 
foppofition to be equally ill-founded; as I 
ha e wied, in many different inflances, if 
firoma was a communicable, difeate, and am 
tirmly of opinion -that itis not.” 


We have fele&ted the two laft para- 
graphs, from a conviction that it muft 
afford real fatisfaction to many parents 
whofe children may be fuppofed to la- 
bour under. this complaint from cither 
of the preceding caufes. We fhould be 
glad to give a longer extra& from fo 
ufeful a performance, but the limits of 
our Work will not admit of more than 
the following addition : 


Prévention of difcafe has long been con- 
fidered of fo much importance as to become 
a proverbial phrafe; and ia no inftance can 
the application of it be more proper, or de- 
ferve more ferieus attention, than in the 
difeafe under our prefent confideration. 

“In very young children the prevention 
of acomplaint fo general, and fo alarming 
in its confequenhces, will principally depend 
upon a proper attention to air, cleanlinefs, 
texercife, and dict; and when more advanced, 
the form, age, and conftitution of the pa- 
tient will be rhe belt guide what kind of re- 
gimen, and what other means, may be bett 
fuited to this important objedt.”

On the lines thus marked *, after 
remarking on the management of. the 
Dutch and Venetian painters, .part of 
Sir Jofhua’s gbfervations are as follows : 

“T fhail here fet down the refule of the 
obfervations which I ‘have made on the 
works of thofe artifts who appear to have 
beft underftood the management of light and 
fhade, and who may be confidered as ex- 
amples in this branch of the art. 

© Titian, Paul Veronefe, and Tintoret 
were among the firft painters who reduced 
to a fyltem what was before practifed with- 
out any fixed principle, and confequent!y 
neglected occafionally. From the Venetian 
painters Rubens extraéted his fcheme of 
compoftion, which was foon underftood and 
adopted by his countrymen, and extended 


‘even to the minor painters of familiar Iife 


in the Dutch ichool. 

“ When I was at Venice, the methad I 
took to avail myfelf of their principles was 
this: When I obferved any extraordinary 
effect of light and fhade in any piéture, I 
took a leat of my pocket-book, and darkened 
every part of itin the fame gradation of light 
and thade ag the pi€ture, leaving the white 
paper untouched, to reprefent light, and this 
whout any attention to the fubje€t, or to 
the drawing of the figures. A few trials of 
this kind will be faficient to give the mee 
thod of cher conduét in the management of 
their lights. After a few trjals I found the 
paper blotted nearly alike. Their general 
practice appeared to be, to allow not above a 
quarter of the picture for the light, including 
in this portion both the principal aad fecon- 
dary lights; another quarier to be as dark 
as poffible, and the remaining half kepz in 
mezzotinto, or halfefhadow. 

«Rubens appears to have admitted rather 
more ght than a quarter, and Rembrandt 
much lefs, fcarce an eighth; by this condyft 
Rembrandt’s light is extremely brilliant 5 
buc it cofts too much; the eft of she pi@ture 

td 
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Is facrificed to this one obje&: That light 
will certainly appear the brighteft which is 
dorrounded with the greateft. quantity of 
fhade, fuppofing equal fill in the artitt, 

“¢ By this means you may. likewile re- 
mark the various forms and fhapes of thofe 
Jights, as well as the objeéts on which they 
are flung, whether on a figure or the fky, 
wn a white napkin, on animals, or utenfils, 
often introduced for this purpofe*. It may 
be obferved, likewife, what portion is ftrong- 
dy relieved, and how much is united with its 
ground, for it is neceflary that fome part 
(though a fmall one is fufficient) fhould be 
dharp and cutting againit its greund, whether 
it be light on a dark, or dark on a lipht 
ground, in order’ to give firmneis and dif- 
grinétnefs to the ‘work ; if, on the other 
hand, it is relieved on every de, it will ap- 
pear as.if inlaid on its ground. Such a 
blotted paper, held at a d: ftance from: the 
eye, will frike the tpectator as fometking 
excellent for the difpoficion of light and 
thadow, thovgh he does not difting -urth whee 
ther it is a Hi tory, a Portrait, a Landfeap ¢ 
dead Game, or any-thing elle; for the fame 
principles extend to every brquch of the art.

«* The people, it is alleged, ar¢ fot fairly 
and equally reprefented. Granting the trlith 


of this pofition, what benefit could they de- 


tive from a more equal reprefentation, which 
they have not enjoyed, for almoft a centuty, 
from the prefent one? Duxivg alt shat time 
our rights and liberties have been carefully 

referved, and, in the name.-of commen 
Feafey what would we have more? 


‘6 No plain of reprefentation could potibly 


be devifed in which the WkOLE NATION 
would agree. Why, then, fhould we hazard 
fhe confeguénces of an innovation, which it 
is barely pofible might do fome good; but 
Which is much more likely to create difcord, 
and to proceed to lengths which were never 
intended?

“ This being a proceeding, the very 
name of which is unknown to out 
books, I thought it not amifs to fet 
down what I had an accidental oppore 
tynity of obferving, as to its nature and 
form: though I drew up an account of 
it ina fmatler compals, atid with as lite 
precifion as an article in a Diétionary. 

* After Tridity term 1760 was held 
a trial of the Pix (which had not been 
for twenty years *), -This crial was 
held by virtue of a commitiion direéted 
to the Privy Council, of whom the 
J.ord- Keeper [Henley], Mr. Legge, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Lord An-' 
fon, Lord Falmouth, and Lord Chol- 
mondeley, were prefent, and fat in 2 
ground-réom in the Exchequer. This 
is a proceeding between the King and 
his Mafter of the Mint, to try, by en- 
quiry of twelve. men, (chiefly gold- 
fmiths,) whether the money that has 
been coined, with refpect to its quan- 
tity and tinenefs, has been made in pur- 
fuance of the covenants of the inden- 
ture, to which the Mafter-of the Mint 
is a party, at his entrance int@ his of+ 
fice. In every coinage certain {peci- 
mens are put into an iron box, called 
The Pix; and it is from-the aflay of 
thefe fpecimens, in prefence of the Jurys 
that this trial has its name. The form 
of the proceeding is by reading the 
commiilion and indentures, in. prefence 
of the Court and Jury; after which a 
charge is given by the Lord Keeper. 
The Jury then retire into a room to fee 
the alfay made, and have the rolls of 
the Mint produced before them; and 
when the aflay has been made, they re- 
turn their inquifition ; in confequence 
of which the Mafter of the Mint has 
his difcharge for the bullion he has re- 
ceived, or is farther proceeded againft, 
in execution of the penalties eitablifhed 
by law for defective coinage, ,

tent, of the late Bill, “ by reducing the

From a comparative view of ‘the * ave-

“ the average priees at Which each fpe- 

* cles-of tea-has aétually fold fince the 
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** fixteenth of September, exclufive of 
“ duty f,” it appears, we are told, “ that 
“‘ the average price of Bohea tea is lefs 
‘than that which was held out to the 
“ publick, and of Singlo but little more. 
“ Nor is the excefs int the price of Hyfon 
‘tea very confiderable.” As to the 
former ‘therefore there is no caufe of 
*s complaint,” and as to the latter, there 
cannot, it is hoped, be “ much diffatif- 
“ faétion,” for reafons here given, ef- 
pecially-as “the excefs,”’ it is trufted, 
*¢ will. be of fhort duration.”’—But in 
“ the reduétion of the prices of Congou 
“ and Souchong”’ there isa great failure 
indeed, and confequently there muft be 
great and reafonable diflatisfa€tion.—

Com- 
pany, or the Tea-dealer, but the artifices 
of Smugglers, and the fcarcity of tea 
throughout the kingdom, which, at the 
firft tea fale (Sept, 16), occafioned. im- 
moderate -pfic e given for fome 
fpecies of tea, ay uch for others ; 
il whiehgthe Direétors who pre- 
fided could‘nor prevent.—Mr. Twining 
then undettakes a defence of the ‘tea- 
dealers, a hiftory into which we wil 
not enter, farther than to fhy, ‘that he 
aferibes the evil above-mentioned to the 
meafuire which had been propofed by 
the Direétors in Auguft, and adopted 
by the. Tea-holders, of returning tothe

** but,” adds Dr. Burney, ‘ if he had 
‘* furviyed the late Commemoration,

** ployed more than five hundred voices 
‘and inftruments, he would perhaps 
“ have loft a pun, a fimile, and a 40x mot, - 
“* for want of a claffical allufion to lean 
on.” In truth, this commemoration 
forms a kind of xra in mufical hiftory, 
and therefore well deferves to be cele« 
brated and detcribed by this mufical 
hiftorian. From ‘‘a chronological lift 
‘* of the mo& remarkable mufical muf+ 
** ters upon’ record” (given in the pree 
face), it appears, ‘that the muficians 
§* affembled on that o¢cafion exceeded 
6 in abilities, as well as number, thofe 
* of every band that has been colleéted 
** in modern times,’’ three hundred ber 
ing the moft before known —After givs 
ing Madame Mara, in particular, and 
Mr. Commiffioner Batcs, their due and 
uncommon fhare of praife, our author 
adds ‘* A Sketch of the Life of Han- 
“del,” in which he has confiderably 
amplified the Memoirs of that great mu 
fician, publifhed in 1769 (it is fuppofed) 
by Mr. Maynwaring, of which an abe 
ftraé& was given in our volume for that 
year. Some extracts of them thall be 
inferted in our next.—Of the iwo com- 
memorations an hiftorical detail is then 
given, and afterwards the particulars of 
every part of the five performances are 
hiftorically related, and fcientifically dif- 
cuffed, with a minutenefs and rafte rhat 
mark the mafter, and muft give to thofe 
who were abfent as adequate an idea of 
this amazing celebrity as words can con» 
yey. The following paflage is particue 
lary ftriking: “ Dante, in his Pgradifa,

6 cheftra, I could hardly refrain, dures 
** ing the performance of the Aliciujah,

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* mirably conftruéted, filled, and em- 
“ ployed, was a point, or fegment, of 


¢¢ one of thefe celeftial circles, And 
*€ perhaps no. band of mortal muficians 
“ ever exhibited a more refpe€table ap- 
‘6¢ pearance to the cye, or afforded a more 
“ ecftatic and affe€ting found to the ear, 
*¢ than this. 


“So fung they, and the Empyséan rung 
“ With Allelujahs.” 


The following anecdote is curious : 
* At the firft performance of the Mef- 
“* fiah, his Majefty expreffed a defire to

“‘ final. chorus, in the laft part, to the 
“great gratification of all his happy 
“« fubjeéts prefent ; and perhaps the 
*¢ fubyeéts of no fovereign prince on 
“the globe were ever before fo de- 
“lighted with the efleé&s of a royak 
“* mandate.”

Price on Civil Liberty. And, en pafant, 
fome pages are employed in detecting 
the fallacy. of a certain * political touch” 
of the Bithop of Landafl, “ aukwardly 
** obtruded on his ecclefiaftical arrange- 
“* ments,’’. againft the influence of the 
Crown. 

In his two firft letters this fenfibie 
and (it is fuppofed)_ noble ,writer fairly 
examines Dr, Price’s definitions of li- 
berty, under the fentral divifions of 
phyeal, moral, religiousy and civil ; 
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fliews. that abfolute phyfiga! liberty in'a 
material being is impoffiblé;anhd that it 
is not to be detached ‘in idéa from tlie 
other divifions of it; that his arguments 
in favour of moral liberty deéftroy his 
genetal defign; that more religious li- 
berty is not pofhible With any eftablithed 
religion; :and gives fome familiar, in- 
ftances of the danger of perfeét civil li- 
berty.—-f Letters ITI, TV, and V, Dr. 
Price is fhewn to have argued on begged 
queftions; his arguments are combaied, 
his definitions Of licéntionfhefs are 
proved contradictory, his arguments a- 
gainft the doétrine of the omnipotence 
of government are fhewn to be falla- 
cious, and his manner of evading the 


“queftion artful; the jumble”of éon- 


tradiétions that refalt from “his artti- 
buting omnipotence exclufively to the 
people is pointed out, and fhort heads 
are annexed of the’ different parts con- 
ftituting the Englifh government.—— 
In Letters VI. and VIL. it is maintain 
ed, that “omnipotence. muft belong to 
“every government as fuch.” Dr. P’s 
foregoing arguments, d8 applied to the 
manumiffion of America, are ftrongly

and an addrefs moved for (fee p. 73.) 5 
ord Surrey rofe, aad declared his diifent, 
for thefe reafous:: 

3. The fpeech was fo uncommonly concife, 
that nothing could be inferred fromit. And 
fo miferably deficient, that not a fyllable was 
faid of the meafures with which parliament 
was moft defirous of being made acquainted. 

2. Minifters held parliament fo cheap, as 
hardly to think it neceffary to name to that 
houfe the ordinary fupplies of the current 
year; and had left it doubtful, whether any 
would be wanted. 

3+ Nora word of parliamentary reform, fo 
much the object of national expedtation. 

4. Nor .of eftadlithing the right of trial 
by jury, on a clear and permanent footing. 

5. Nor of the reduétion, or augmentation, 
ef the milicary and naval eftablifhments. 

6. Nor of the ftate of our territorial do- 
minions inthe Eaft; notwithftanding the 
general blame, that has of late prevailed, 
of their mal-adminiftration, abroad and at 
heme, Thefe were the heads on which Lord 
Surrey enlarged with great force of clocution ; 
which called vp 

Mr. Pitt, to obviate thofe objections, who 

1. Allowed the fpeech to be concife; but 
infifted on its being camprehenfive. 

2. That it gave every neceflary informa- 
tion refpecting the fupplies. His Majefty’s 
words were thefe, ** That he had ordered 
the eftimates for the prefent year to be laid 
before the houfe.”— For what purpofe, if not 
to provide for the exigences of govern- 
ment? 

3» His Majeity’s “ recommending cecono- 
my in every department” furely mutt be 
underftood to comprehend the mifitary and 
naval departments. And 

4. By his Majefty’s exprefs declaration- 
6 to fecure to his people the true principles 
of the conftitution,” every thing is implied 
that it wasneceflary for a gracious king to 
promife, or a loyal people to expcé. 

s. That by the-‘ fupprefiion of fmuggling,” 
and ‘ the imp: ovement of the revenue,” fuch 
a retrofpeét m-ght be ob/erved to the affairs 
of the Eaft India Company, as might fuifice 
till the effeéts of thefe regulations wera 
more fully known. And 

6. To have faid more of the affairs of the 
Eaft, before the late regu lations could poffi- 
bly be known to operate, would furely have 
been premature. 

To the courfe of his fpeech, Mr. P. modeftly 
glawced at other effential fervices, befides 
the “ fuppreffion of fmuggling,” which the 
ftate had derived from the aéts of latt fet- 
fion'; and though he forbore to enume- 
rate the ‘fervices he had been the means 
had the

heart-felt fatisfaétion to find that his endea¢ 
vours had not been in vaip. ‘ 

He trofted, therefore, that thefe objec- 
tions, which his lordfhip had been pleafed ta 
make, would leave no unfavourable impreffion 
upon the houfe, and thathis lordfhip’s would 
be the only diffenting voice to the prefent 
motion. 

Lord North hoped the ‘Right Honourable 
Gentleman, among the many fervices he had 
rendered the country, did not allude to that 
moft oppreffive, moft ill-founded, and inju- 
diciou sof all injudicious aéts, the Commu- 
tation aét. He then adverted tothe “ fyftem 
which will unite both kingdoms the moft 
clofely, on principles of reciprocal advan 
tages,” mentioned in thefpeech. His lordthip 
played wpon the word “ reciprocal,” as rae 
ther an unlucky word, and expreffed his 
apprehenfions, left a fimilar fatality fhould 
attend the pretty word RECIPROCITY of the 
minifter’s, as did formerly in the American 
bofinefs, He next took occafion to declare his 
fenfe of the plan of reform, which, he was 
convinced, would give fuch a thock to the 
conftitution, as would prove an eternal 
fcourge to any rath fpeculator, who fhould 
venture to fport with fo ferious a fubjeét. 
In conclufion, his lo:dihip adverted t.: the 
Rev. Mr. Wyvill’s Letter to the Sheriff of 
York hire, in which hecould perceive, he faid, 
the complexion of the minifter’s lan guages 
but would decline faying any thing more on 
the fudje& of reform, as it was not a quef- 
tion now before the Houfe. ¢ 

Mr. Burke, to theother deficiencies already 
remarked in the fpeech, added, the efta- 
blithment of a finking fund, towards light- 
ening the grand national burthen, as not un» 
worthy to have been noticed, He heard 
there were, at that inftant, difpatches in tHe 
hands of government, brought by Mr. Haf- 
tings’s fecretary, accompanied with fome 
boxes of diamonds, laying open the diftrac- 
tions in India, and holding out war as the 
dernier refort; that the fecretary dying in 
the paffage, had ordered his papers to be 
deflroyed, left they thould bear teitimony to 
the ruinous ftate of the country ; but pledged 
himielf to produce fuch authentic informa- 
tion as could not be controverted. He 
concluded with moving am amendment to 
the addrefs, exprefling the deep concern of 
the houfe on account of Indian peculation, 
&c. | 

Mr. Fox, after adverting to the attack 
vpon the conftifytion in Irelend (fee p. 73) 5 
and enforcing lord Surrey’s objeétions, te= 
marked, poignantly, on the exprefhons in 
the Rev. Mr. Wyvwiil’s letter, o/d and honef, 
as aman, and as a miniffer, as being-the ex- 
preflion of the minifter, in private converfa- 
tion; that they muft imply fome emphatical 
diftingtion, he did not doubts; but he was 


yet 
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yet todearn how they were to be feparated. 
He avowed himfcif a friend to a reform in 
the reprefentation, {poke in terms of pointed 
acrimony of that moft infamous, uapro- 
ductive, oppreffive, and rafh tax, commonly 
calied the Commutation Tax, which, were 
it to be repealed to-morrow, would leave 
behind it the ruimous marks of the mifchiefs 
it hes occationed.’ He withed'to know, if, 
among the fervices the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man had to boaft, his Eaft India Bill, which, 
infiead offeradicating evils, had confirmed 
corruption and peculation in our Eaftern domi- 
Nions, was among the number ? 

Mr. Pite, in reply tothe remarks of op- 
pofttion, did net worder at Mr. Borke’s ex- 
claiming againft the thor nets of the fpeech ; 
the whele houfe could bear teltimeny of his 
averfion to‘fhert fpeeches. As tothe noble 
Jord’s (Lord North) facetious observation on 
the word reciprocity, as applied to American 
affairs, he fhould have imagined, that, in- 
ftead of affording his Lorathip a tubject for 
Sport, it might have brought to his mind 
thoughts of moft feriovs compunétion. To 
the ftriétures of Mr. Wyvil’s Leiters, he 
did not hefitare to declare tnat the meafure 
fhould have his fepport, without decors and 
within,’ 4s ‘aman and as a minifter, and in 
that, be thought, there was no myftery ; 
tha‘, with refpect to the epithets with which 
the Commutation Tax had beendiftinguifhed, 
they werecertainly mifapplied, as he pledged 
himfelf to prove, to the fatisfaétion of the 
Hovfe 3) and he withed the words peeu/ation 
and corruption, afcribed to the India Bill, 
might be remembered, as he fhould one day 
he able to bring that charge to iffue. He 
‘forbore to fay more, at prefent, as the fole 
bo fivefs that engroficd his attention was the 
-motion before the hovfe. 

Lord North replied to the Right Hon. 
Gentleman’s ironical remarks; and, in a 
moft humourous vein of traillery, kept the 
houle ina roar, till 

Mr. Martin rofe, and put an end to the 
dibatey by’ fuppofing, that every gentleman 
koew the plain féofe of a plain word, and, for 
his part, he hated quibbling, as noman could 
think of the horrors of the American war, 
without laméating ‘the miuleries occationed 
by it. 

The queftion put on Mr. Burke's amend- 
ment patfed m the negative ; and the addrefs 
was carried, nem. con. and ordered to be 
prefented in its original form.

Mr. Eden rofe, and-moved for accounts of 
feveral imporzs and exports,there enumerated, 
to be laid upon the table, which were all 
agreed to, and will appear in the fequel, The 
Houfe adjourned ull 

Tuefday Feb, 1. 

My. Welbore Ellis moved, that the refolo- 
tion of the Houfe of June 8, 1784, might be 
read; which being complied with, he moved, 

That the H. Bailiff of the city of Weft- 
infer do attend the Houfe on Friday next: 
agrecd to. 

Mr. Fox then moved, 

That Vrancis Hargrave, Efq; do likewife 
attend on Friday next. And alfo, 

hat Arthur Murphy, Efg; do likewife 
attend. Both motions agreed to. 
Mr. Adam then rofe, and requetled the 
atteation of the Houfe to a fubjeét which 
had cavfed a very feriovs alarm in a diftant 
part of the kingdom. What he alluded to, 
he faid, was an aét of lait feffion, relae 
tive to the diftillery, in which there were 
the following clavfes aite€ting Scotland, 


namely, That all perfons conviéted of dit 
tilling fpirits from corn or other materials, 
or having in their cuftody any worm or {till 


ufed in diftilling corn fpirits, fhall forfeit 
rool. for each offence, and the flill; and, in 
cate of non-payment of the penalty, the 
houfheld furniture, implements, crop, atid 
cattle, fhall be taken in execution, and fold 
for the payment of the fine; and, in cate no 
fuch effeéis be found, or not fuilicient, &c. 
then the heritors of the partth where the 
offence has been committed fhall be obliged te 
pay the whole, or make good the deficiency, 
asthe cafe may happen. And, farther, that the 
board of exe:fe in Scotland, or the profecutor, 
may optionally fue anythree of the faid heri- 
tors they may think proper.—This c!aufe, 
Mr. Adam contended, was new in principle, 
irreconcileable with tbe ordinary modes of 
legiflation, and fo fingularly crue} and -op- 
preflive on the heritors of Scotland, that he 
trufied it was only neceffary to be pointed 
out, in oder to be repealed. 

Mr. Pitt declared, that thofe particular 
claufes which the hon. gent. alluded, to did 
not come immediately into his recollection ; 
but that, if the hon. gent. could m any degree 
amend the revenue or any other laws, he 
fhould have his firmeft fupport. He then 
gianced at the propofition he intended, to 
bring forward for a reform in the reprefen- 
tation in parliament, and previous, thereto, 
would move for a callcof the Houle, that 
upon fa great, fo momentous a queftion, he 
might have the affiltance of as. many mem- 
bers as could pofibly be brought together 5 
and the father, as another important meafere 

3 was 
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was to be fubmitted to their confideration, 
namely, a plan for the adjuftment of the 
commercial concerns between Great Britain 
and Ireland; and alfo fome material articles 
of finance. Thefe three great objects, he 
faid, might be confidered as the principal 
outlines of the great bufinefs of the feffions 
He would then, he faid, if “no material ob- 
jeGions were made, take the liberty to 
move, that the Houfe be cailed over 6n Tucf- 
day the rs5th inftanr. ; 

Mr. Fox coincided with the Rt. Hon. 
Gent. in his opinion of the importance of the 
objects that were to be brought forward, and 
in the propriety of having them difcoffed in 
the fulleft affemblies. It fruck him, how- 
ever, as fingular, that the commercial. fyf- 
tem betweeh the two fifter kingdoms fhould 
ibis day be opened before the Commons in 
Ireland, while at the fame time the fame 
fyitem fhould be kept a profound fecret from 
the Commons of Great Britain. He could 
not, he faid, help looking upon this prefe- 
rence as a Manileft difrefpc& to this Houfe, 
and called on the Rt. Hon. Gent. for an ex- 
planation. 

Mr. Piw, in reply, faid, that, when the 
sommercial fyftem with Ireland fhould be 
ftated, the Houfe wovld then’ fee the pro- 
priety of agitating the bufinefs in Ireland 
firft, and that no difrefpe€ful preference. was 
intended, nor. fuch an idea ever fuggetted. 
His intention was, 2s foon as his plan could 
be compleated, to fubmit itto the confidera- 
tion of the Houfe; and, tho” he could not 
yet name the day, he would on Monday fe’n- 
night, the day preceding the call of the 
Hovfe, openly declare it. In the mean time, 
he doubted not, but gentlemen would be fully 
apprifed of the fente of the people of Ire- 
hand on the fubjcét. 

Mr. Eden did not with meafures of fuch 
magnitude as had been named to be hurried. 
They required the moft deliberate inveftiga- 
tion, 

Mr. Adam was of the fame opinion. 

Mr. Fox gequetted the meafure of reform 
might not be brought forward in the thape of 
a fpecific plan, but as a gencral propofition. 

Mr. Pitt prefaged fuccefs from the hon. 
gents, fupport, and expreffed his hopes that 
h's opinion, joined to the cancurrent opinions 
of his numerous frien<:, would be able to con- 
vert the noble Ld in ‘the blue ribbon. He 
could not, however, promife to change his 
idea of a f{pecific plan to a general propofi- 
tion, unlefs that propofition thould terminate 
in a fpecific plan. He fhould fubinit his 
plan to the correétion of the Houfe, and 
hoped no gentleman would rejeé& it on the 
firit bluth. 

jLord North rofe and, remarked, that, when 
the’ bufinefs of reform was but named, he 
Was not to be permitted io fir quietly in his 
feat. He would therefore eandidly declare, 
that hed. ffered materially from his colleague 
1A More poinis than onc, He liked, a fpe- 
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cific plan betrer than a general propofition, 
as leis liable to focceed, The.Rt. Hons 
Gentleman’s declaration. in favour of -a tpe- 
cific propofition reminded him, he faid, of 
the extreme candour of one of our author’s 
[Milbourne], who wrote a criticifm on the 
poetical verfion of Virgil thea jut publithed 
and at the fame time promifed a verfion of 
his own. Upon which it. was faid univers 
fally, that nothing could be more fair, no- 
thing more candid, for he not only gave us 
a comment to thew the defeéts of that of 
which we were in poflefiién, but engaged to 
give us aplan of what it ought.to be. It 
was alfo faid, that though he might prove 
but a bad poet, he might yet give us the ge= 
nuine fenfe.. When his verfon, however, 
came out, it was found to be fuch a patch- 
work-picce’of profe and poetry; fuch a jum- 
ble of fenfe and nonfenfe, fo exectably blends 
ed together, that every body cried out “ Give 
us our old tranflation; though it has a 
few defeéts and trifling errors, 1t ig ten thou- 
fand times preferabe"to your poetry.” Lord 
North commended the Rt. Hon, Gent.’s .in- 
genvity in procuring the votes of his two 
friends [ Meff. Fox and Adam] to his propo- 
fition ; taid, for himfelf, he was always happy 
to hear their advice, and liften to their fug- 
geftions.—He wifhed from his heart the Rr. 
Hon. Gent. ‘would do fo too, and be guided 
by them. He glanced at a Rev. Gentleman’s 
writing to the,North, to fecure the intereft 
of ali the ele@ors to a propofition unknown, 
Withed him to take the advice of the learns 
ed gentleman that fat near him [Dundas], 
to explain the nature.of his propofition a lit, 
tle, and ro invert the order. of the great quef+ 
tions, that of reform, and that of the ad- 
juftment of the commercial iniercourle with 
Ireland ; as the former might foon be deter- 
mined, the other would require much time 
for inveftigation. ; 

Mr. Pitt feared the forwardnefs of fome 
gentlemn, for explanation was merely to find 
a fubject for cavil, In his opinion, itwovld 
be an ufelcfs anticipation of debate ; and as 
for reverfing the order of the two queftions, 
the reafon adduced by the Noble Lord was 
in favour of the latter-being broughi on firft. 

Lord North did not expett to hear the word 
cavil from the Rt. Hon. Gentleman; but 
hoped the Hovfe would learn to famuiarize 
thewiclves co fuch objolete words, which he 
certainly did not mean to ufe in their cuftoe 
mary fenfe, but in a new: and more refined 
conitruétion. ; 

The motion for the call of the Houfe bee 
ing put, it paffed for the 15th inftant, 

Wednefday 2. 

Mr. Pitt moved, for leave to bring in heads 
of a bill, for permitting thecolony of New- 
foundland to import from the United States 
of America bread, flour, and lige ftock in 
Britith bottoms, navigated according to law. 

Mr. Eden admitied the expediency of the 
bili for atemporary purpole; but objected to 
us 
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its permanenee, on the ground of militating 
with the Navigation Act. 

Mr. Fenkinjon endeavoured to remove the 
force ot the Hon. Gent!eman’s objeétion:; and 
leave was granted to bring the bill in. 

Lord Beauchamp’ moved, that an account 
of the expences of the militia, from 1765 to 
1775 inclufive, fhould be laid before the 
Houfe. Agreed to. 

Col. Fitsspatrick prefented a petition from 
certain electors of Weftminfter, complaining 
of violated rights, Ordered to lie on the 
table. 

Mr. Burke moved, that the refolution of 
May 3, 1782, on the Journals of the Houfe, 
might be read, 

Mr. Pitr made fome objeétion on the 
ground of delay, and the derangement of the 
public bufinefs. This called up 

’ Mr. Fox, who fupported the motion of his 
friend ; and the report of the fele&t committee 
appointed to enquire into the adminiftration of 
juttice in Bengal was read, with the confe- 
quent order of the Houfe for the récal) of 
Sir Elijah Impy. 

Mr. Burke defixedto know of the minifier, 
whether there was any truth in the report 
which he had for fome time heard without 
being able tocredit it; that, in violation of 
the order of that Houfe, Sir Elijah Impey 
was now going out in the {lation of Ld C. Ff. 
of India. 

Mr, Pitt faid, it was totally out of his 
power at prefént to give adccided anfwer-to 
that queftion. 

Mr. Burke replied, that he perfeétly un- 
derftood the Rt. Hon, Gentleman. 

The Houfe refolved trfelf into a come 
mittee of fupply, Mr. Gilbert in the chair. 

Mr. Brett moved, that 18,000 feamen, in- 
cluding 3620 marines, be granted for the fer- 
vice of the prefent year; and that the fum 
eo! 41. per month be granted for their fupport. 

Lord Surrey by no means approved of this 
great reduction in the navy ; Sooo cit off at 
oncé, with the number of {mugglers that to 
al! appearance would be thrown ovt of em- 
pi6yment on the country, appeared to him 
Nery alarming. They mui either feck em- 
ployment in foreign fervice, or quit their 
profeffion and become vagabonds, or, what-is 
werfe, turn defperate rogues, and iob tor a 
fiibfifteace, 

Maj. Scott was pleafed, he faid, with the 
features of the-times, that held forth fuch 
*sprotpe@t of peace as to admit fo covfidera- 
bie a reduction of our naval force. He de- 
elarcd before the Hoafe, that the reports 
that had beerrindufiriovfly propzgated of a 
difpoGition for war among the Eatiern princes 
Weieentirely without foundation: and that 
the dreadful cifects of famine, fo pathetically 
dwelt upon, were by no means fo alarming 
@s to create any well-grocnded fears tor the 
diminction of the revenves in Bengal. 

Mr. Frareis, in coutrediction to

that was apprehended was in the very heart 
of the country, and he could not fee what 
conneétion it had with the navy. He was 
affured, by the laft advices he had received, 
that the revenue of Bengal had fallen con- 
fiderably ; and that there was not a lack of 
rupees in the treafury of Calcutta, though 
the immediate demand upon it was 115 lacks, 
or near a million of Englifh money. 

Mr. Burke rofe in confirmation of what 
he had faid on India affairs: He infified, 
that, by the papers fuppofed to have veen de- 
ftroyed, it had appeared, that Gov. Haftings 
had many private fecrétaries and confidants 
(befides Major Davy, who died in his paf- 
fage home), with whom he clangeftinely 
tranfacted the moft momentovs pulinefs; 
that he was fecretly arranging the affairs 
of India; and that he had been pledging 
the faith of the empire to fupport wars, 
without faying a word of ittokis matters ; 
and of this he would bring forward the 
proofs. He remarked how feafonably the 
rains had failen in India, It was in the heat 
of laft fefhon, when the fame fort of rains 
moft opportunely fell, and bedewed the houfe 
with the mott refrething cooluefs.” 

Sir Fames Fobnfione adverted to the motion, 
and the fupply was agreed to without a 
divifion, 

Tburfday, 3. 

No debate, but feveial motions. 1. Lerd 
Beauchamp moved to addreis for papers reba- 
tive to the fteps taken im confequence of an 
act for appointing places beyond the feas, 
for the reception of f<lons, &c. agreed tow 
2. A Lift to be laid before the houfe, of 
felons on board the hulks. 3. Lift of per- 
fons uader fentence of imprifonment in the 
gaols and houfes of correction m London, 
and the fix adjoining counties. Ordered. 

Friday, 4. 

Mr. Welbore Ellis moved, that the order of 
the day, for the attendance of the High 
Bailiff of Weftmingter, &c. be deferred ull 
Tuetday. His reafor, was, the gentleman, 
who was molt interefted in the queifion, he 
onderitosed, had, by an accideat, ftrained 
the Tendon Achillis, and, by the advice of 
his {urgeons, was confined to his chamber for 
afew days, 

Mr. Diss did not rife, he faid, to eppofe 
the motion, but to remark, that, loud as the 
clamour bad been about the city of Weftmin- 
tier being unreprefented, it now appeared,that 
the eleétors were in poffeffion of a champion, 
to fight their battles for them, to debate upoa 
their rights, and to plead in his own caufe, 
without whofe affittance they were unwilling 
to proceed on that very bufinefs on which 
they bad grownded their moit grievous com- 
plaints. 

Mc. Pelbam exprefled his aftonifhment 
the confiruction which the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman had endeavoured to put upon an ace 
erdent which no mai could either forefee or 
peceent, The queftion tebe agitatcd was 

not 
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not peculiar to Weltminfter alone. Every 
corporation in the kingdom was equally in- 
tereited in the iffue. Confidering it, therefore, 
as the caufe of the people, it was natural for 
gentlemen, both within doors and without, 
whom experience had convinced of the great 
abilities of the hon, member who was abfent, 
to with not to have a queftion of fuch mag- 
nitude difcuffed, when they were deprived of 
the advantage of having thofe abilities ex- 
erted, which had often, and, he hoped, 
would, for many years, continue to be exerted 
in’ fupport of the conftitution. 

Mr. Burke was very fevere on the farcaftic 
manner, in which the unfortunate circum- 
fiance of his honourable friend had been 
treated by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
He hoped that the privileges of that houfe 
would long remain ; but there were virtues, 
which, he trufted, would ftill exift, when 
even the houfe itfelf fhould be no more, and 
thofe were the virtues of compaflion and 
humanity. As to the private intereft which 
Mr. Fox might be fuppofed to have in the 
queflion, he would take upon him to fay, 
that gentleman had not the {malleft objectien 
to its being difcuffed in his abfence on that 
account; but, as itwas’the caufe of his country 
that was to be agitated, it would have af- 
tonifhed the whole kingdom, if his honour- 
able friend had not been anxious to give it his 
beft fapport. 

Ordered, that the High Bailiff, &c. do 
attend the houfe on Tucfday next. 

Mr. Dempfler then rofe, and faid, he had 
a petition to prefent, figned by 12000 opc- 
rative weavers of Paifley, in Scotland, com- 
plaining of the injuries they had received by 
the duties impofed vpon muffins, and praying 
that the at relative thereto might be repeal- 
ed. It appeared, when read, to be rather a 
remonftrance and memorial addreffed to his 
Majefty’s minifters, than an humble petition 
to the honurable Houfe of Commons; but, 
in regard to the fituation of the complainants, 
and that they could net be fuppofed to be 
acquainted with the forms of the houie, and 
that they had been unfortunate in employing 
perfons equally ignorant . with themfelves, 
the houfe was pleafedto excufe the want of 
form, and to receive their petition, and pro- 
mife redrefs, 

Monday, 7. 

Mr. Charteris prefented a petition from 
Lord George Gordon, ftating, that he had 
long had conneétions with the manufacturers 
of Scotland ; and that all their complaints, 
of the deftrvfive operations of the late 
taxes, were always direéted to him, as their 
-eftenfible agent, and praying that he may 
be heard at the honfe, in fupport of the re- 
monitrance already mentioned; bet, no 
perfon being found to fecond the motion, the 
petition, of courfe, was rejected. 

Mr. Pirt,prefented his bill, reftridting the 
trade between the colony of Newfoundland

as a permiffion,

and the United States of North America, 
permitting the impostation, into the former, 
of bread, flour, and live ftock, only in Bri- 
tith fhips, the property of Britith owners, 
navigated according to law, and furnifhed 
with licences agreeable to form. 

Mr. Eden oppofed the - bill, not for the 
pride of oppofition, but from an honeft zeal 
to explain to the houfe a fubje& which 
feems very hiuttle.underftood. The: fituation 
of commerce, Mr. Eden obferved, claimed, 
at prefent, peculiar attention, There were 
no lefs than five fyftems for its regulation 
now pending, or fhortly tobe agitated, 
namely, our commercial intercoufe with 
Ireland, France, Spain, Ruffia, and North 
America, With refpeé to Ireland, we fhould 
be cautious, in the prefent inftance, left our 
jealous fitter fhould fuppofe, that, in diétating 
the forms under which we would permit 
the commerce with Newfoundland to be car- 
ried on, we infiduoufly meant to legiflate for 
her. Inthe title of this bill, the purport 
is held forth as areftriction, His argument 
was, that whatever indulgence it was found 
neceflary to grant, it fhould be by way of per= 
miffion, He laid itdown as a maxim, that 
whatever change of dominion any ftate fhould 
undergo, the fubordinate executive office of 
government had nothing to do with the 
change, until it was formally recognized by 
a& of parliament. On this primciple, the 
United States of North America were pre= 
cifely. If, therefore, the intercourfe be- 
tween them and Newfoundland, was forbid 
den before the Jate revolution, as it really 
was, it muft be fo at this inftant; and the 
provifions of the intended bill mutt operate 
In the fame predicament 
are the ports of Dunkirk, St. John, and 
Riga; for though they have long changed fu« 
vereigns, yet have theyundergone no alteration 
whatever for the purpofes of the Navigation 
a&. He concluded with moving, that the 
order cf the day, for bringing this bil for- 
ward, might be difcharged, 

Mr. Fenkinfon combated thefe objections, 
rather from. neceffity than folid argument. 
The governer of Newfoundland (Admiral 
Campbell) had found it expedient to admit the 
importation of the atticles alluded to; and, 
as the fame neceflity ftill fubfifted, it te- 
mained only for adminiftration to reftraia 
fuch things as were not abfolutely wanted, 
ard to reconcile the permiffion of thofe that 
were, to the principles of the navigation laws. 
Thofe laws he held facyed, and, had the pro- 
vifions of the bill mulicated againit thote 
laws, he would have been the laft man inthe 
houfe to have given it his fupport. He laid 
it down, likewife, as an incontrovertible 
maxim, that whatever was not prohibited by 
law was permitted; and he called on oppo- 
fitian, to fhew any law’ prohibitory to an 
intercourfe between our colonies and thofe 

ifgreign. nations, in which light we itand 

at 
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at prefent, with refpect to rhe United States. 
If then there is no law, the commerce’ is 
open. He inftahced, in proof, the com- 
merce that had been carried én between our 
Northern Colonies, and the French Weft 
India Iflands, which, hed parliament con- 
fidered as illégal, they would’have. ordered 
confifcations; inftead of which, duties a- 
mounting to a prohibition'were had’ recourfe 
to. 

Lord North remarked,’ that the cavi/, in 
this cafe, confifted in the diftin@ion, where 
the intercourfe was only forbidden by the 
tenor of commercial cufiom, or municipal 
regulation. <A veffel of the United States, 
previous to the late pérmiffion, which this 
bill was about to eftablith, would not have 
been permitted to enter any port in New- 
foundland, not becaufe the officer could, or 
could not, lay his finger on a prohibitory fta- 
tute, but becaufe the veffel could not pro- 
duce the dockets, certificates, &c. which the 
regulations of the port required. “He there- 
fore’ agreed with his honourable friend, Mr. 
Eden, that the provifions of the prefent bill 
were not reftriétive, but the reverfe; and 
proceeded to afk, why the ptovifions of the 
bill fhould be narrowed ? why not extended 
to Nova Scotia, Canada, and the newly- 
eftablitked Colonies? In anfwer to the ar- 
gument drawn from the commerce with the 
French Ifands, his lordthip faid, the traf- 


fic was moft certainly illicit, but parliament 
wifbed to recur to the moti lenient mode of 


prevention. : 

Mr. Fenkinfon obferved, that the gentle- 
men, tofupport their argument, afferted, that 
the United States were in the fame predica- 
ment, with refpe& to trade, as before the 
lwe Revolution ; yet they would not, furely, 
eéntend that they were {fill entitled to all 
the privileges that belonged to them as Bri- 
tith celonies. If not, with their fitvation, 
they changed their name, and, by confe- 
quence, with refpeé& to them the commer- 
cial laws were reverfed. 

My. Pitt remarked on the ill-timed men- 
tion that had been made of Ireland by the gen- 
tlemen on the oppofite fide, which was not 
done without a meaning; alarms and jea- 
Joufies were eafily cxcited, and the well- 
withers tothe profperity of both kingdoms 
fhould be cautious of throwing out hints to 
provoke them. 

Lord North, who had followed Mr. Eden 
in recommending caution, rofe to exculpate 
Rimfelf from any the moft diflant idea of 
other than the obvious meaning of the words 
he had fpoken, which could give ground for 
no jealoufy, but the reverfe. 

The remainder of the debate confifted of 
afperity aad altercation, and tended in no 
fhape to elucidate the arguments of what 
is faid above on either fide. 

On the qveftion being put, Mr. Eden's 
metion was negatived, and the orginal mo- 


tion was agreed to; the bill was broughtin, - 
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and read the firft time, and ordered to be 
read a fecond time. ' 
Tuefday 8. 

The bill for eftablithing the Intercourfe 
between America ‘and Newfoundland, was 
réad a fecond time; and committed for 
Thurfday. 

The order of the day-was then read, for 
the attendance of the Migh Bailiff, &c. on 
the Weftminfter Scrutiny. 

Mr. Wetb: Ellis then moved, that the'gen- 
tleman might’bé called to the Var.’ ) 

{Mr. Corbet was introduced. } ‘ 

Mr. Ellis defired, that, in confequence of 
the refolution ‘of ‘the Hovfe,’ he fhould fay 
what he had’ done ‘in the ferutiny ia-confe- 
quence of the orders of that Hovfe. - 

The H. Bailiff faid, he was-not prepared 
with a narrative,’ but would anfwer any 
queftions put to him on the fubject. 

Mr. Ellis faid, the queftion that firft oce 
curred was, What had he done in the {crue 
tiny in confequence of the orders of the 
Houfe ? 

H, Bailiff faid, after fettling fome regu- 
lations, he had proceeded with the ferutiny 
from day to day, always giving his attend~ 
ance himfelf. He began with St. Anne’s, 
where he forutinized about 100 votes, 25 of 
which were ftruck off the poll of Mr. Fox, 
and 27 from that of Sir Cecil Wray. They 
then proceeded to St. Martin’s, where they 
had already difcuffed 212 votes, af which 80 
had been’ {truck from the poll. of Mr, Fox, 
and 60 from that of Sir Cecil Wray. The 
whole number who polled in St. Anne’s was 
906, in St. Martin’s 2268, and ow the whole 
poll 14,200. Being afked, faid the pring 
cipal delay was in long examirations; in 
fill longer crofs-examinations ; and ia Jong 
arguments of counle ldrawn therefrom,—Had 
no power to examine upon oath, nor any 
other means to compel the difcovery. of 
truth than by examination, and knows of 
no compulfory power whatever. Being 
afked, faid, he confidered himfelf as acting 
under the direétions of the Houle; and 
thought himfelf bound to continue fo to doy 
till he received further orders—Said, he 
fhould be perfe@ly fatisfied to make a res 
turn, if fo ordered by the Houfe, and happy 
to be releafed. Being afked by what autho 
rity he deemed himfelf aéting, when he firft 
granted the fcrutiny to take place? faid, 
Under the anthority vefted by-law in every 
returning officer. 

Did he think every returning officer had 
it in his option to make a return, oF not, at 
the clofing of the poll ? ‘ 

[Mafter of the Rolls objected to that quef- 
tion, as matter of legal opinion. ] 

He was again afked, If the reftraint of 
the Houfe was withdrawn, aid he was fully 
at liberty, Would he be content to make bis’ 
return now, from the experience of what had 
patt? fad, He thould then require time ro 

confider 
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conhider of it. What time ?—That would 
depend on circumflances, He muft hearthe 
reafons of the party who demanded the fcru- 
tiny- 

Being afked, faid, He did believe the can- 
didate, who demanded the fcrutiny, expected 
far greater fuccefs in the parifhes of St. 
Margaret’s and St. John’s than elfewhere. 
Why not begin the {crutiny there ? faid, He 
began with St. Anne’s, as he had a prece= 
dent in a former fcrutiny. Why he did not 
go through with St. Anne’s? Becaute both 
patties were not fatisfied; and the order 
of proceeding was tettled by ballot. 

Being afked, Lf, from what had paft, he 
could form any judgement of what time it 
would take to fcrutinize the whole of the 
-parifhes? faid, They had been near eight 
months going through two parifhes; thofe 
two parishes were near a fourth of the whole; 
confequently, affluming the fame rate of 
difpatch, it would take up about two years 
more. Being afked as tothe expence, faidy 
Lixpence there muit be, but to what amount 
he could not anfwer. His afieiior had 10 
guineas every fitting-day; his two clerks 
half a guinea each: this was paid by the 
agents of Sir Cec:l Wray. And he had 
heard both fides fay, they were obliged to 
pay witneties. Did he believe the money 
influenced their votes? 

The Maiter of the Rolls [Sir Lloyd Ke- 
nyon | objected to the quefiious. 

He faid, all courts fuffered payment of 
witnefles, whofe teitimonies were not in- 
validated on that account, And he infifted 
that ail courts had a power of punilhing wite 
neffes if they behaved ill. This, however, 
was flatly contradifted; and it was con- 
tended, that the payment ef witneffes, not 
upon oath, differed widely from the pay- 
ment of witnefies who were liable to punith- 
ment if detected in perjury. 

Queft. by Mr. Burke. It has been faid, 
that every court has a power of punifhment, 
L afk, lf you fhould think it right to attach 
# witnels for prevarication or contempt, what 
cificers you have to take him into cuftody ? 
Anfw. None. If you had fuch officer, Do 
you know of any gaoler who would accept 
and retain a witnefs on your warrant? A. 
I donot know of any. Could he proceed 
without counfel ? Undoubtedly ; but he be- 
lieved not more expeditioutly, He was 
aiked, If (now left to his own difcfétion) 
he could do juftice to the parties by making 
a return in the prefent ftage of the feru- 
tiny, without preceeding to the other pa- 
rifkes? faid, A very doubtful judgement, 
not at all {atisfa&tory ro himielf. 

Many other queitions were afked, which 
our limits will not permit us to recite. But, 
upon the whole, it was generally agreed, that 
the High Bailiff anf{wered tothe fatisfaction 
of the Houle, 

Francis Hargrave, efq. was next called, 


He was aiked by Mr, Fox, How long he 
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had been affeffor to the High Bailiff? faid, 
From the latter end of May to the 12th of 
January, at which time he entertained fome 
objections to a farther continuance. What 
were thofe objections ? He felt himfelf hurr, 
by a paper publifhed by the committee of Sir 
Cecil Wray and Lord Hood, which evi 
dently pointed at him, and determined 
him againft remaining Jonger. If he had 
found it the with of both parties, he would 
have continued, and would have endeavoured 
to accelerate the completion of the fcrutiay, 
though he had not conftitution either of 
body or mind equal to the fatigue of conftant 
attendance. t 

Q.by Mr. Fox, Have your obfervations 
in the courfe of this bufinefs tended to in- 
form you that Mr. Fox’s counfel evinced any 
particular difpofition to procraftination or 
delay? A. I obferved no other condué in 
this particular than what might be expeéted 
from the adverfe and hoftile difpofitions 
which prevailed on both fides; nor could I 
obferve any confiderable difference in this 
refpeét between the counfel of Mr. Fox and 
thofe of Sir Cecil Wray. 

[A number of queftions were afked Mr. 
Hargrave relative to his relinquifhing his 
office of aileffor, which all terminated in 
what he at firft declared. He admitted that 
the court of ferutiny was incompetent to the 
tafk of juftice, as not being furnifhed with 
judicial authority.] 

Mr. Arthur Murphy, who fucceeded Mr. 
Hargrave, was then called, and, after may 
queftions refpe&ting the tedioutnets of the 
{ervtiny, and the caufes of it, faid, That 
each vote was tried with as much form and 
prolixity as a caufe before Lord Mansfield in 
Weftminfter-hall ; that the counfel claimed 
aright, in fome cafes, to make five fpeeches ; 
that, in his opmion, the fewer fpceches of 
counfel, the better for difpatch. And be= 
ing atked by Mr. Fox, If he was prepared 
to foggeft to the High Bailiff a better mode 
of difpatch than had been hitherto followed, 
he hefitated, and, after fome paufe, not 
giving fo-explicit an anfwer as he expefeéd, 
Mr. Fox expreffed his diffatisfa&tion ; which 
called up Lord Malgrave, and a {harp alter- 
cation enfued; which, however, was. of 
fhort continuance, and the queftion being 
perfifted in, and enforced by the Houfe, Mr. 
Murphy faid, It was his idea toreduce the 
mode of examination ag near as poflible to 
the praétice of the committees of that Houfe. 
And being afked by Lord Beauchamp, whe- 
ther, upon the whole, it was not his opini- 
on, that juftice to ail the parties would be 
more expeditioufly, as well as mioit: unex- 
ceptionally done by referring the enquiry at 
once to a committee of the Houle? faid, In 
his opinion, the beft way would be to refer ‘it 
toa committee. Thus clofed the examina- 
tions, and at half after two in the morning 
the Houle agjourned.:

HOSE fkilfol and enterprifing philofo- 
‘T phers, Meffrs. Blanchard and Jeffries, 
after waiting at Dover trom the 25th of De- 
cember, 1784, their apparatus being then 
teady for the experiment, for a favourable 
gale to reach the Continent, determined on 
Friday morning, Jan. 7th, 1785, to prepare 
for their voyage; the fky being clear, the 
weather moderate and the wind at N. N. W. 
At eight o’clock the fignal gun was fired, 
the flag hoifted at the Cafile, and it was 
fuppofed they would make their afcent in 
about four hours.—Exprefles were difpatch- 
ed.to every place where it was poffible that 
company could have notice, and arrive 
in time to fee the Balloon go off, anda 
number of the inhabitants went trom Can- 
terbury. Soon after twelve o’clock, the 
Balloon’ was fufficiently filled for the ex- 
periment ; the form was a long oval, fup- 
pofed to be equal to 94 feet in circum- 
ference, covered with ftrong  net-work 
half way over it, from whence the cords 
were continued, by which the pafiengers 
and their carriage were to be fufpended.— 
The Gas was fupplied from thirty butts, 
whieh it is fuppofed could have filled the 
Balloon in much lefs than two hours if it 
had been neceflary; the inflammable air 
Was conveyed in tin pipes from each butt, 
which terminated in two receivers at the 
lower part of the Balloon; the whole appa- 
ratus was exceedingly well adapted, and 
much credit was due to the chemift through 
the whole procefs of filling. The cords from 
the net-work were held by ten or adozen men, 
till the boat, which was feven feet and a 
half long, three feet and a half wide, and 
two feet nine inches deep, was placed in its 
‘proper firution to be fufpended. Doétor 
Jetivies then feated himfelf at the head, 
taking with him a barometer and fiag, and, 
pulling off his coat, put on a loofe Hannel 
jacket. The ative and ingenious little 
¥renchman,who had on a great coat and flan- 
nel trowters faftened to his fhoes, foon fol- 
Jowed him, and taking up the hoop which 
was faftened to the boat by eight or ten 


firong fath lines, about 18 irches long, be-. 


gan to take in the cords from each perfon 
who held them, and made them fait at equa! 
diitances round the hoop, tying every knot 
himfeli, and obferving with the greateft care 
and precifion, thas every ftring bore alike 
onthe body of the Balioon, that the boat 
might be equally balanced; fome few arti- 
cles of proy:fion were taken in, with.a pocket 
bottle of {pirits, two large parcels of blad- 
dees inflaied,’ apd twe cork jackets, which 
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latter were intended to have. aflorded ferme 
affiftance in cafe of diftrefs; but thefe, 
alas, were trivial aids, if any onfavourable 
current fhould drive them to the immenfe 
Ocean.—Juft at their departure, a paper, the 
purport of which was to certify to the court 
of France, that thefe gentlemen were laynch- 
ed with a Balloow from Dover Cliffs on that 
day at feven minutes paft one o’clock, figned 
by upwards of 60 {peétators, was put into 
Mr. Blanchard’s hand; and now the awful 
moment came, every remaining cord was 


_ loofened, and this large flupendous body 


feemed firuggling to get loofe to float in 
purer climes—The particular friends of our 
two Aerial Heroes on each fide of the boat, 
kept it gently gliding on the ground till it came 
to the utmott edge of the Cliff.—T hen was re- 
alized that famous defcription of Shak- 
fpeare, in his tragedy of King Lear, when 
Glotter is about to throw himfelf from the 
Cliff on the other fide of the town; 

« How fearful 
‘* And dizzy ’tis, to caft one’s eyes fo low! 
“ I'll look no more, 
“ Left my brain turn, and the deficient fight 
“ Turn me down headlong ————~ 

From a precipice like this let the admiring 
world be told, that thefe two men were 
launched to fwim in air—or mect inevirable 
death ; and from this precipice, to the rap- 
turous aftonifhment of thoufands of fpec- 
tators, thefe bold adventurers floated fafe in 
the atmofphere, buoyed up by a power lighter 
than air itfelf.—The fight was truly fublime, 
the fpectators were all eyes, and their hearts 
all feeling.—The ferenity and compofure 
vifibleon the countenances of thefe two ex- 
traordinary characters, the difplay of two 
beautiful fags, the Red Evfign of England 
and the Royal Standard of France, the ele- 
gance of the little wherry that futtained the 
paffengers, the expanfion of the fitken oars, 
and the fiupendous magnificence of the Bal- 








_loon itfelf, with the fon-beams full upon 


them, was a fight which leaves all deferip- 
tion at a difiance, and requires, indeed, a 
thoufand witnetfes to cftabiith the truth of 
this moft wonderful fpeéiacle to the abfent 
public. 

The falutations from the CafiJe, the Beach, 
the Forts, and the Town were general, and 
grecefully returred by the two Aerouauts 
moving their hats and waving their flags ; this 
Was repeated again and again, whilft, by an 
almoit imperceptible tranfition, they gra- 
dpally leffened to the eye. At the diftance 
of aoout half feas over they defeended fo 
rapidly, that the fpe€tators were exceedingly 
alarmed, apprehenfive that fome accidevt 
had befallen them; but in a few minotes 
they were relieved from their apprehenfion 
by their re-afcending higher than before, 
thovgh the ‘elevation of the Balloon at no 
time appeared more than half a mile or three 
quarters from the furface of the fea. The 
wind at the time: of their crofiing-was fa- 

vouraple, 
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vourable, and the fky was fo clear that the’ 
Frevich land and town of Calais were plaiwly 
difcernible, and the eye fcarcely loft fight 
of the Voyagers for near an hour and a half, 
and with good glaffes they. were feen till fafe 
within the oppofite coaft, When the Bal- 
loon firft moved, it is fuppofed to’have rifen 
with between five and fix hundred 1b. wt. 

The celebrity of this adventure will per- 
petuate the fame of Mr. Blanchard and Dr. 
Jeffries: Philofophy may hereafter tmprove 
this fcience, and accommodate Balloons to 
fome vfeful purpofe, and lefs aftonifh the 
world ; but all fueure ages muft applaud the 
abilities, and admire the cool, intrepid, de- 
termined condnét of thefe two men, who firft 
croffed the Ocean fufpended in the zthereal 
regions by the power only of inflammable 
air. 

On this occafion it is hoped the Lord 
Warden of the Cioque Ports will caufe a 
pillar to be ereéted on the fpot where the 
Balloon fir floated, with the names of the 
Aeronauts; and on the bafe, the procefs of 
filling, and a view of the diftended globe 
with all its appendages, when croffing the 
Channel; his Lordthip has been known to 
patronife Jearning and learned men, and this 
tatentioa to the philofophy of Aeroftatics 
would contribute to perpetuate his fame, 
The particular attention and civility paid by 
Sir Tho. Page, Meff, Feétor, Mr. Lane, 
Mr. Stringer, and many other gentlemen, 
to Mr. Blanchard and Doétor Jettries whilft 
they were detained at Dover, does great ho-

“ The King of France, whofe attention is 
direéted to ufeful obje&s, has jult been turn- 
ing his views to the itpsevement of the 
feiences. A new eftabliihment. has fur- 
nished the obfervatory with inftraments and 
books, and will provide for a conftant obfér - 
vation of the fiars. Another eftablifhment 
will foon difcover to France, and io the 
earned of Europe, treafures which have been 
too long hid; it will make known what the 
valuable collection of manuicripts ia she 
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King’s library, and, shofe in other public 
and private poffeffion, can furnith to the 
fciences, to hiftory, and to literature, Eight 
members of the Academy of Belles Lettres 
are particularly charged with this work, and 
are tocommunicate to the public all the im- 
portant matters of every kind which may.be 
contained in thofe manufcripts. Two wilt 
examine the Oriental manufcripts, three the 
Greek and Latin, the three others will at. 
tend to thofe manufcripts which concern the 
hiftory of France, and in general the anti- 
quitics of the middle age. They will give 
thefe accounts in detail, and in well-digefted 
extracts. Thofe picces which may deferve 
to be printed at large, will be tranilated, or 
publithed in their original tongues, as. {halt 
appear requifite. The, eight academicians 
named by the king, are Mefits. de Bregnig- 
ny, de Guignes, Gaillaed,. de Theil, de Vil- 
loifon, de Keraliay 1"Abbé Brotiery de V-au- 
villiers. The other academicians are called 
to the fame work by the cleétion of the: aca- 
demy, and with the approbation of the King, 
to fill up places as they may chance to be- 
come vacant. Alllearned men, firangers,as 
well as natives, are invited to examine the 
manuferipis which are preferved, in che dif- 
fereut repofitories, where they will be allow- 
ed accefs, and to communicate the retuit of 
their labours to Mr. Dacier, perpetual fecree 
tary to the acadediy, under,cover to M. le 
Baron de Breteul, The extracts that-may 
be made by ftrangers, are to be publifaed by 
themfelves, with the names-alfo.of the:z 
authors. It is futiicient to. announce this 
great inftitution, It bears the charaéter of 
puble. utrlity, and gives-iva title to be ranke 
ed among the mof commendable eftablifh- 
ments which Kings have made in favour of 
levters. 


REMARKABLE EcciestasTicaL Case. 
On Monday evening tac, Coust of Delee 
gates finally decreed.in the caule between Dy. 
Hind and Mr. Martyuy the late reétor aad 
curate of St. Anne, Weftminfter: the fubject 
of appeal was the fentence ot the Eccicfiaitical 
court, ima libel of office promoted by Dr. 
Hind, .againft. Mr. M. in the year 1776, 
charging him with drunkennefs,. immoras 
lity, aad neglect of duty; and alfo with 
preaching, reading prayers, and folemnizing 
marriages, im defiance of him. All the 
charges, excepting that of detiance, were 
adjudged by the. Eicclefiaitical Court to be 
void of proof; and they appeared, as well 
by the evidence of Dr. Hind’s witneiles, as 
by the teitimony of many. gentlemen vf 
rank, who appeared in bchalf of Mr. Mar- 
tyn, to have no fhadow of foundaiion. Dr. 
Wynne, the judge of the confftory. of Lon- 
don, rronouneed, notwithitanding, in the 
year 1779, “* that Mr. M. ought to be re- 
moved trom the curacy of St. Anne, and 
coidemned him in cotts;” which, io that 
court only, amounted to near oar hundred 
pounds. 
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éunds, From this fentence Mr. M. ap- 
pealed ; and being heard’ perfonally in De- 
cember, 173%, before Dr. Calvert, the 
judge of the Arches Court of Canterbury, 
the fentence of the Confiftory Court was af- 
firmed, and the cofts nearly doubled by the 
expente of the appeal. The laft refort was 
to the Delegates, to whom ati appeal was 
immediately @utered ; the hearing of which 
commenced on the 31ft of Januaray, and 
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final decree was given therein, on Monday 
laft, when the Judges Delegates pronounced 
for the appeal, and annulled the fentence of 
the Ecclefiaftical courts; by which Mr. 
M. is delivered from aperfecution as cruel, 
unjuft, and oppreffive, as ever came before 
acourt. Mr. Martyn, who pleaded for- 
himfelf, received every indulgence and en- 
couragement from the Court. (Copied verba- 
tim from the Papers.) 
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Conftantinople, Fan. 10. The plague ftill 
continues here, owing to the moft unfea- 
fonable weather ever remembered in this 
country. Gaz. 

Accounts: publifhed here, refpeéting the 
troubles in Georgia, differ widely from thofe 
publithed at Peterfburg, (fee p. 65); and 
fay that the Ruflians and Tartars were de- 
feated with great lofs.

Every precaution is feri- 
eutfly employed here to keep off the plague, 
which, by the laft account, rages at Tunis, 
and thecountry round it, with fuch violence 
as if it had broke out in the midft of fem- 
mer. According to accounts, no lefs than 
32000 people have been ‘already carried off 
by this calamity.

Peterfbuog, Dec. 29. The Count de Bor- 
dillon who had been fome time at this court, 
under the title of Marquis de Lamas, “and, 
who, in that charaéter, by his politenefs and 
addrefs, had gained many friends, and, by 
their means, had accefs to the dock-yards 
and arfenals, where he had taken a very 
minute account of the magazines and works 
going on there, the fhips fitting out, building.

as afpy, and condvéted to the capital, where, 
on his examination before the licutenant of 
the police, papers had been found about him, 
which, had it not been for the intefpofition 
of the French envoy, would have expofed him 
to the indignity of being fent to the dungeon 
in the caftle. He was, however, by her Im- 
perial Majefty’s order, conveyed out of the 
Ruffian territories, under the guard of an 
Exempt, in av open carriage, and his perfon, 
name, &c. made known in all the places 
where he pafled —This affair wants elucida- 
tion, x 

Vienna, fan. 15, The courier from Her- 
manftade is juft arrived with an account that 
the two chiefs of the rebels, Horiah and 
Kiotka, have been taken in the woods of 
Kadakes, by two Wallachians, their inti- 
maics who knowing the paths of the wood, 
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traced them to their retreat, where they 
found them warming themfelves in theit 
cave, On a fignal a detachment of troops, 
which followed them, came forward, and 
fecured both the rebels, When Horiah was 
taken, he had in his poffeflion property ‘to 
the amount of thirty thoufand florins in 
gold, filver, and jewels; the feal of his 
monarchy was likewife found upon him. 
The device a heart pierced with a fpear, with 
the following words, ‘¢ Horiah Rex Daciz.” 
The capture of thefe leaders has put an entire 
end to the troubles in Tranfilvania: the in- 
furgents laid down their arms, and again fe- 
turned to their refpe&tiveemployments. 
Vienna, Fan. 29. By virtue of an Impe- 
rial ediét, the printing of Almanacks and 
Calendars, fpecifying days of public devo- 
tion and {ptritual exercife, is prohibited, 
unlefs fuch produétions ‘thall have been ex- 
amined and approved by an ecclefiaftical 
commiflion, which’ alfo is invefted with aue 
thority to take cognizance of all publica 
tions contrary to the ordinances of the 
charch. 
Madrid, Fan. 5. It has been for feveral 
days confidently afferted here, that a treaty 
is on. the point ef being negotiated between

had been carelefly fcatrered, tue whole upper 
fiory was blown up, while the people below, 
to the number of between 50 and 60, re 
mained unburt.—A fimilar initance of the 
blowing up.of a fhew-houfe happened fome 
years ago, at Chelter, but attended, then, 
with very deplorable circumftances. 

Among the Acroftats, Mr. Harper of 
Birmingham ought not to be forgetten, Oa 
the 6th of January he made his firft voyage, 
amidft an innumerable multitude of fpetta- 
tors. Though it rained inceffantly, and the 
atmofphere was remarkably hazy, yet the 
balloon rofe with increafing velocity, and 
in a few minutes was out of fight. In the 
progrefs of his aereal excurfion, he expe- 
rienced no other inconvenience than what 
might have been expected from the chauge 
of climates, except a temporary deafneis. 
His aflent commenced at 35 minutees after 
12, and about 2 o'clock he defcended at 
Whetftone-green, near Newcaitle, in Stafs, 
fordihire, 50 miles from the place from 
whence he tet out. Next day he arrived at 
Birmingham, amidft the acclamations of 
the populace, who took the horfes from his 
carriage, and drew him triumphantly through 
the principal ftreets. 

On the 31% of January he attempted a 
fecond aertal voyage from the fame places 
but the balloon, in atcending, happening ro 
ftrike againft the upper part of an adjoining 
houle, it received fo much damage, that Mr. 
Harper was himlelf obliged to be taken out, 
and a boy got into the car, to affit in weigh- 
ing the balioon down to be repaired; but it 
was no fooner cleared from the houfe, than 
it rofe with the boy; who behaved with tbe 
greateft courage, waving h's hat by way of 
faluring the company. The ballooon being 
daming damaged, he was foon landed at a 
fmall diftance, without receiving the leaft 
hurt.—This has been differently reported, 
and the balloon faid to be carried to a great 
diftauce.

Friday 4. : 

In the. meffage which was this day deli- 
vered by Mr. Orde, to the Speaker of the 
Hoxfe of Commons of Ireland, previous to 
the delivery of the plan for fettling the com- 
mercial interefts of the two kingdoms, is 
the following paragraph.: 

‘* His majefty has obferved with. great 
concern, the popular difturbances that have 
lately prevailed, from the intemperance ang 
indifcretion of mifguided men, and confides 
in the conftant and ftrenuons endeavours of 
his faithful Commons of Ireland, to prevent 
their pernicious effects ; and their refolution 
to reject and fupprefs every affumed authe- 
rity which may attempt to diétate to th 
Legiflature, affords his Majefty the highe 
fatisfadtion. His Majefty is fully perfuaded 
that a properdegree of attention will be fhewa 
in the confideration of fuch internal regula- 
tions, as may he neceflary for fecuring the 
peace and happinefs of his fubjects in Lreland, 
as well as for the fettlement of all commer- 
cial objeéts between his kingdoms, upor 
equitable and lafting principles, for the mu- 
tual advantage of the different parts of 
the empire; and they may depend upon his 
moft ready concurrence in the fupport of 
fuch meafures, as upon a mutute confides 
ration may appear to draw clofer thofe ties 
of intereft and affeétion between the two 
countries, which are fo effential to thelr 
heppinefs and profperity.” 

Saturday 5. 

The committee appointed te wait on Mr. 
Pitt, with the frredom of the city of Lon- 
don, proceeded from Guildhall ia proceffion 
to Mr. Pitt’s houfe in Downing fiteet. Being 
introduced, Sir Watkin Lewes, as chairman

In confequence of the examination of the 
High Bailiff of Weftmintier and his af- 
feflors (fee p. 143), Mr. Weilbore Ellis 
moved, * That it appearing to this Houfe, 
that Thomas Corbett, Efq. High Bailstf of 
the city of Weftminiicr, heving recived a 
precept from the Sheriff of Middlefex for 
eleéting two citizens to ferve in parliament 
for this city, and having taken and finally 
clofed the poll on the 17th day of May lait, 
being the day next before the day of ihe 
return of the {aid writ, he be now d.reéted 
forthwith to wake'return of his precept of 
members in purfuance thercof;” which 
however was negatived. And Lord Malgrave 
moved as an amendment, ** That the {peaker

“ rit, Thathe is not precluded by the re- 
folution of this houfe, communicated to him 
on the 8th of June laft, from making a re- 
turn whenever he fhali be fatisfied in his 
own judgment that he ‘can do fo. 

“2. That this houfe is not fatisfied that 
the fcrutiny has been proceeded.on as expe- 
ditioufly as it might have been ; that it is 
his duty to adopt and enforce fuch juft and 
reafonable regulations as thall appear. to him

tron to give them. 

* Your petitioners therefore moft humbly 
fupplicate this honourable hovfe, to take into 
tpeir moft ferious confideration the prefent 
Inadequate ftate of the reprefentation of the 
people in parliament, and to appiy fuch res 
medy tothis great conftitntional evil, as. to 
this honourable houfe may {eem meet. 

“And your petitioners fhall eve? pray, 

&c.” 

The above petition appears, by the papers, 
to have been laid before the freemen and in- 
habitants of the city of York, ata meeting 
called for that purpofe by Richaid Mayer; 
at which meeting it was | 

Refolved, That it is the opinion of this 
meeting, that an additional number of Repre- 
prefentives of counties, if not accompanied 
with any other reform, will not fufficiently 
amend the reprefentation of the people,

Articles of peace were exhibited in the 
Court of King’s Bench againft William 
Grenville Hoar, Efq. on the profecution of 
a Mr. Smith, for fending him a challesge, 
which he refuled to accept, but cla:med the 
protection ofthe Court. Their Lordfhips de- 
clared their abhorrence of duelling, and that 
they were determined to make exemples of 
thofe who under falfe notions of honour 
think fit to break the peace. An attachment 
was granted accordingly. , 

Same night a watchman gave informa- 
tion that he fufpcedted fome clandeftine bufi- 
nefs carried on in a court in Chick-lane. 
In confequence of which, fome peace-oflicers 
weut to fearch, and found a prefs, dies, 
fome gold and other metals, with cvery im- 
plement for coining ;and fome counterfeit 
guineas, full weight, and executed fo well, 
that they could only be diftinguithed by 
being rather thicker in the middle, and 
brighter chan the reat ones. It is fuppofed 
that mapy of them are in circulation ; and

Monday, 14. 

A remarkable caufe was tried in the Court 
of Common Pieas.—A man had promiled 
marriage to @ woman, and gone trom his 
word, A Bible was produced, wherein an 
entry was made as follows: “* I promife to 
make my walawfal wife for 12 months, 
or forfeit one hundred pounds.” It was 
proved that the parties lived together three 
years, during which time the plaintit hed

Wednefday 16. 

The refolutions preiented by Mr. Orde 
to the Houfe of Commons in Ireland on the 
ath intt, were feverally read, and agreed to 
without a divifion; an addrefs to his Ma- 
jefly was alfo agreed to. Andthe Houfe of 
Peers, being applied to for their concurrence, 
returned for anfwer, That they had agreed 
to the above refolutions, and alfoto the ad- 
drefs to his Majefty, which they had amend- 
ed by inferting the woids “ Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal.” 

The Metlengers alfo informed the Houfe, 
that their Lordthips propoted going up with 
the addrefs the next day, when the Com- 
mons agreed to aecompany their Lordthips.

Tuefday 22. 

The order of the day for hearing counfel 
on the Weftminfter Petition being read, it 
was moved, ** That the counfel be naw 
called in ;’”? when Lord Fred, Campbell rofe, 
and moved, that the counfel be reftrigted to 
fpeak only to two points, as given in evi- 
dence on the examination of the 8th of Feb.

Monday 28. 

Letters juft received from Rotterdam, 
bring advice of a violent hurricane at Cura- 
coa, in which févera! foll laden fhips in the 
harbour had-been driven on fhore, and others 
-out to fea, which have not fince been heard 
of. Other damages have beeu fuftained to 
an immenfe value. A long range of ware- 
houfes, full of goods, was blown down, and 
the goods buried inthe ruins.

Thefe inhuman wretches were 
apprehended ; and in a fack in their poffel- 
fiona were found the man’s head, and one of 
the thighs of the woman. It is faid thefe 
atrocious offenders will be punifhed in the 
following manner: After being put into an 
iron cage with their beatts, they will be all 
burnt together.
